Forest preserve killing 
Minor pleads guilty in murder role 


A 16-year-old Oak Park girl has plead- 


ed guilty to a delinquency petition nam- 
ing her in the June 29 beating of Cindy 
Graf, 16, of Des Plaines. 


According to Assistant State's Atty. 


Charles Aron, the girl, whose name is 
being withheld by police, will be sen- 
tenced In Cook County Juvenile Court 
Aug. 8. 


Miss Graf was beaten after she wit- 


nessed the shotgun murder of her boy- 
friend, Richard Bollacker, 21, of Chicago, 
in the Grand Forest Preserve area near 
Rand and Ballard roads in Des Plaines. 


The attackers had shot at her but 


missed, and then beat the girl, leaving 
her for dead. 


Aron said lost Friday the Oak Park 


girl might give state's evidence against 
three'other suspects being held in con- 
nection with Bollacker's murder but re- 


fused yesterday to say whether she will 
testify for the state at a preliminary 
hearing in Des Plaines branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court July 31. 


The three other suspects, all of Chi- 


cago, have been charged with murder, 
attempted murder and aggravated bat- 
tery by Des Plaines police.

Two Northwest suburban congressmen agree that ethics law 


needs tightening, 'but let's not make it too restrictive9

WASHINGTON D.C. - Do congress- 


men, ns public servant.-* and policy 
maker*, hnvo an ethical duty to tell their 
constituents how much money they make 
and where It comes from? 


Representatives 
Philip M. Crane, 


IM2th, and Samuel H. Young. IMOth, 
don't think so, even though both of them 
aro willing to reveal their own financial 
Interests past the point required by law. 


The present law, Which both Crane and 


Young think should bo strengthened, re- 
quires representatives to make annual 
public disclosures of some of their finan- 
cial Interests — primarily those that do 
"substantial" business with the federal 
government or are regulated by It. 


tlEPItESENTATIVES also arc to re- 


port any source of Income more than 
$3.000 for nongovernmental services ren- 
dered, any capital gain of more than 
$3.000 and fees for speeches and writings 
totaling more than $300 from a single 
source. 


"The present law does an adequate job 


of revealing potential conflicts of interest 
between a member's private holdings 
and public duties — which Is what It's 
supposed to do — but I would like to see 
'substantial' business be replaced by a 
more specific guideline," Crane said. 


"That word, 'substantial,' could bo 


abused — accidentally or purposely — by 
members. I know that If I had any doubt 
I would contact the House Ethics Com- 
mittee and ask for advice," he added. 


Alcmbcrs who do ask the Ethics Com- 


mittee for advice talk to John Swanner, 
committee staff director. And his advice 
Is to list everything that could possibly 
be Interpreted as conflict-of-interest. 


"There's no way I can force a con- 


gressman to list his financial Interests if 
In his opinion — it docs not have 'sub- 
stantial' business with the government. 
But I'm confident they take my advice 
because they know how bad It would be 
If a reporter caught them," Swanner 
sold. 


YOUNG, ALTHOUGH ho definitely 


docs not favor congressmen having to 
list the amount of their Income, feels 
very strongly that the disclosure law 
should 
make congressmen 
list the 


sources of their Income — which ho did 
on his own this year. 


"I don't see what good It would do for 


the public to know what my dollar-and- 
cents worth Is — my own children don't 
know that. But I think it makes sense for 
the public to hnvo adequate knowledge of 
where my financial Interests ore," 
Young said. 


"This country has traditionally been 


governed by citizen-legislators — persons 
who made their mark In private life be- 
fore seeking public office. Obviously they 
have financial Interests and the public 
should know what they are In order to 
spot potential confllcts-of-lntcrcst and to 
Set a better picture of the congressman," 
he continued. 


"Because of this I think the public dls-, 


closure law should Include all sources of 
Income for congressmen. When I filled 
out the form under the present law, I 
found that I have five sources of 1972 
Income which did not have to bo made 
public," Young said. 


TUB FIVE SOURCES of income to 


which Young referred, and which he 
made public on his own, were: 


• Ownership of an office building In 


Skokle. 


• Minority Interest In a small corpo- 
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U.S. Rep, Philip M. Crane 


ration engaged in the manufacture of 
foodstuffs, located in Los Angeles. 


• Partnership in the ownership of 


"certain real estate improved by a small 
plant building." 


• His wife's partnership in an interior 


decorating business. 


• Trusteeship of a family trust owning 


some 140 acres in southern Illinois. 


Young's financial Interests, listed as 


required by the public financial dis- 
closure law and which he has placed In a 
"blind trust", ore: 


• Common stock in excess of $h,000 


fair market value In American Hospital 
Supply Corp. 


• A capital gain exceeding $5,000 for 


the sale of 000 shares of common stock of 
Alberto-Culver Corp. 


• Income In excess of $1,000 from his 


law and consulting firms. 


CRANE'S DISCLOSURE statement for 


1072 showed he had nothing to declare 
except thu Income he earned making 
speeches. 


He is not required by law to reveal 


how much money he made from those 
speeches, but he said it was approxi- 
mately $12,000 — an impressive figure 
since the top earners in the House were 
recorded by two presidential candidates, 
$30,491 by Shirley Chlsholm, D-N.Y., and 
S20.B23 by Paul McCIoskey Jr., R-Cnlif.

said his $42,500 congressional salary is 
also augmented by "a few thousand dol- 
lars" from a small farm in Indiana — 
"and that's no conflict of interest be- 
cause I've always opposed farm sub- 
sidies," Crane added. 


Several bills have been submitted to 


the House Standards (Ethics) Committee 
that would require complete (meaning 
amounts as well as sources of income) 
financial statements from all members. 
Supporters of the bill hope the Watergate 
scandal will help passage. 
; 


Neither Crane nor Young would like to 


sec such a stringent law — although they 
stress that they would comply with it If it 
did pass. 


"I'm not keen on such bills for a num- 


ber of reasons," Crane said. "If a person 
hasn't been financially successful he 
might be embarrassed and not run for 
public office even though he's qualified. 


"If a person has been successful finan- 


cially, he might not seek office because 
he might not want to parade his wealth 
around — either out of modesty, fear of 
kidnaping or solicitation," Crane said. 


"I SEE NOTHING improper about con- 


gressmen listing for the public their fi- 
nancial interests — especially if there's a 
possibility of conflict-of-interest — but 


exact details should remain private," he 
said. 


Young mentioned many of the same 


points that Crane did and stressed that 
even public officials ore entitled to some 
privacy. 


"How can the public better judge a 


congressman's votes and motives by 
knowing the exact amount of his income 
instead of his sources of Income? Is any- 
thing really gained, especially when you 
consider the embarrassing situations 
such as disclosure could cause for the 
congressman and his family?"

Area congressman call for 'reduced U.S. spending9 


by BOB LAHEY 


Both congressmen from the Northwest 


suburbs found something to pralso yes- 
terday In President Nixon's Phase IV 
economic plan but both reiterated that 
the only ultimate answer to inflation is 
reduced government spending. 


"The most significant statement In the 


President's message," said U.S. Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, IWOth, Is that govern- 
ment spending must bo held in line, not 
on a full employment basis, but on a 
strict Income-outgo basis." 


Young said tho President has asked 


Congress to hold 1074 spending to $238 
billion, $10 billion less than he originally 
had asked. He expressed cautious optim- 
ism that tho Congress might try to meet 
that goal. 


"I'm oil for that," said U.S. Rep. Phil- 


ip M. Crone, R-12lh. "If there is any 
freeze that makes sense, I would like to 
see a total freeze on government spend- 
ing." 


CRANE, WHO IS steadfastly opposed 


to economic controls, declared generally 
that tho now economic scheme "is more 
of tho same, piled higher and deeper." 


However, he added that he was re- 


lieved to see government economists 
"getting out of tho idiocy" of freezing 
food prices without controlling prices of 
raw agricultural products. 


"The only way you are going to get 


stable food prices is to get through the 
momentary aberration caused by the 
original controls, get the supply up and 
allow prices to stabilize themselves," he 
said. "Otherwise, you are going to have 
more farmers drowning baby chicks and 


slaughtering sows because they can't af- 
ford to raise them at the prices they can 
get." 


Young said current signs are for "a 


very favorable crop year" which could 
bring relief on soaring feed prices. In the 
meantime, he added, "I'm afraid the 
people of this country are just going to 
have to suffer through it, and we in Con- 
gress are going to have to face the chal- 
lenge" of reducing spending. 


Young said, however, that programs 


now already approved or before the Con- 
gress already represent spending about 
$2 billion over the President's limit of 
$268 billion.

Labor leaders hit food-price hikes

The fledgling Phase IV got off to a 


creaky start this week. Labor leaders 
criticized food-price increases allowed 
under tho new guidelines and many 
retailers expressed confusion on the ef- 
fect tho new controls will have on their 
business In the coming weeks. 


"I'm not so damned sure I know what 


this whole thing is all about," said an 
anonymous oil company executive in Chi- 
cago yesterday, following a burred meet- 
Ing with his legal staffers on the new 
regulations. 


THE FOOD-prlce boosts already un- 


derway Wednesday in the wake of the 
Phase IV announcement were denounced 
by Paul Jennings, president of the Inter- 
national Union of Electrical Workers. 
"Higher prices for food and other neces- 
sities plus retention of tho 5.5 per oent 
wage guideline can mean only one 
thing," ho said, "further falling behind 
for working families." 


James J. Rademachcr, president of 


tho National Association of Letter Car- 
riers, said If food prices increase as an- 
ticipated, "the government might find it 
necessary to issue food stamps to every- 
body because of high prices." The letter 
carriers recently negotiated a 6.8 per 
cent first-year contract agreement with 
tho U.S Postal Service despite tho 5.5 per 
cent celling set as a target by the gov- 
ernment. Rademachcr said he is fearful 
tho new settlement may be rolled back. 


Chicago's Patrick Gorman, secretary- 


treasurer of the Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workmen's union, said, 
"Phase IV is a new summer offensive 
against tho consumer. It will permit 
most food prices to rise. It will presum- 
ably seek to keep some wages stabilized 
at unrealistic levels that are rapidly los- 
ing their buying power In this in- 
flationary era." 


WHOLESALE prices for pork, poultry, 


produce and milk started to climb yes- 
terday in Chicago and other cities. A 
number of market spokesmen said the 
full Impact of the new retail price mark- 
ups will begin in full forco within the 
next week. 


Wholesale egg prices In New York 


jumped 4 to 8 cents a dozen. Tho Associ- 
ated Milk Producers, Inc., nation's larg- 
est dairy industry cooperative, an- 
nounced price hikes of 10 to 20 per cent 


in Midwest and southwest states. AMPI 
members supply 90 per cent of the milk 
distributed In the Chicago metropolitan 
area. 


Livestock markets throughout Illinois 


racked up record high prices for live 
hogs on Wednesday. In Detroit, Mich., 
Frederick Herrud, Inc. tho state's larg- 
est pork processor, raised wholesale 
prices for hogs 10 cents a pound. A 
company official predicted prices will 
jump another 10 cents next week. 


THE NATIONAL Association of Food 


Chains predicts a 4 to 5 per cent climb in 
food prices within the new few weeks. 


William Walker, general counsel of the 


Cost of Living Council, said the Phase IV 
regulations may mean gasoline price 
rollbacks in some parts of the country. 
Under tho proposed rules, slated to take 
effect Aug. 12, retail gasoline sales will 
bo covered by a ceiling price plus the 
markup which was used for Jan. 10 of 
this year. 


MANY OIL industry executives and 


gasoline retailers are confused by the 
rules as they now stand, but expect some 
changes to come before Aug. 12, says 
Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief for 
tho Platts Oilgram publication. "The 
Society of Independent Gasoline Market- 
ers of America (SIGMA) says this would

Hugo. This is because Jan. 10 prices 


, were below normal price levels due to 
heavy competition. The pump prices did 
not move up to adequate levels until lat- 
er this year, he said. 


"So if the object was to fight inflation, 


the guy who was charging the highest 
prices on Jan. 10, causing the whole 
problem, will get the highest prices 
now," said Hugo. "This doesn't make 
sense." Major oil companies may be able 
to pass along higher costs to their cus- 
tomers, but major brand dealers may 
not be able to do the same. 


Oil companies can offer comment until 


July 31 on the proposed rules, said Hugo. 
He has heard that the new celling base 
period may be changed to July 12 rather 
than Jan. 12. "The ray of sunshine is that 
these rules will probably never be imple- 
mented," he said. 


A Chicago spokesman for the Ameri- 


can Mutual Insurance Alliance said the 
"heavy restrictions" of Phase IV are 
still under consideration before further 
comment can be offered.

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Computer cooperative needs miracle 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Ono High School Dlst. 214 board mem- 


ber has said publicly that Roy Scdrcl will 
have to bo a "miracle worker" to mnko 
tho Northwest Education Cooperative 
computer work. 


Sodrol, a mild man who appears to 


havo no supernatural powers, laughs 
when ho observes that tho 214 board 
member "may bo overstating tho case." 


Mlraclo worker or not there is little 


question that Sedrel Is tho man on the 
spot as far as eight Northwest suburban 
school districts are concerned. In mid- 
June ho took over tho computer coopera- 
tive after the former director was asked 
to resign and as officials in the eight 
member school districts were becoming 
increasingly vocal In their complaints 
about inadequate service. 


NOW SEDFIEL is operating under a 


deadline of Jan. 1, 107-1. By that time 
member districts havo said tho coopera- 
tive, which has n budget of about $490,000 
for tho 1973-74 year, will havo to havo 
shaped up or they will find alternative 
ways to get computer services. 


"My goal is by Jan. 1 to havo the sys- 


tem running much more smoothly than It 
has been," Scdrcl says. "Tho next step 
will bo to decide where we want to go in 
the future." 


The cooperative right now is doing 


payroll for tho eight member school dis- 
tricts, financial accounting for High 
School Dlst. 214, is piloting a financial 
a c c o u n t i n g system for elementary 
schools, Is doing registration, scheduling 
and attendance keeping for elementary 
and high schools and Is doing test scor- 
ing for Schaumburg Twp. Dlst. 54. 


OR MONK accurately, the cooperative 


is supposed to be doing these things. 
High School scheduling has been con- 
tracted out to Triton College In River 
Grovo and tho deadline has been delayed 
for compiling attendance figures which 
school districts must flic before receiving 
stato aid payments from the state. 


Tho state extended tho deadlines for 


tho attendance figures, Scdrcl says, and 
tho staff of tho cooperative arc now on 
their way to clearing up that backlog. 
Eventually, tho cooperative will do all 
tho scheduling, too, If Scdrcl's plan's are 
fulfilled. 


Tho problems Scdrcl has inherited at 


the computer cooperative can be traced 
to several things, he says. First of all, 
when the cooperative's now computer 
was Installed last year, it ran Into prob- 
lems and parts had to be replaced. The 
hardware problem, ho said, "created a 
ripple effect that continued all year." 


In addition, systems that had been op- 


crating on the IBM 360 and IBM 1401 
computers that had previously been used 
by cooperative members had to be con- 
verted to work on the Xerox computer 
that had been purchased. 


"There was a major conversion prob- 


lem and there are a couple of systems 
that still haven't been converted," ho 
said. "Wo havo a couple of programs 
that are running on a 1401 simulation, 
which cuts the efficiency of the comput- 
er." 


THE MAJOR PROBLEM Sedrel sees, 


however, which has plagued the coopera- 
tive Is "over-optimism about what could 
bo accomplished In a given time period." 
Projects havo been started that could not 
havo been accomplished In a given time 
period and, as a result, the cooperative 
has failed to meet commitments, he 
says. 


Another problem that has faced tho 


now director and tho staff since ho took 
over, he says, has been tho lack of inter- 
nal and external operating procedures. 
Ho hopes to develop these very quickly. 


When ho arrived, ho says, "there was 


no documentation for tho systems," 
meaning thcro wore no written Instruc- 
tions for computer operators and no writ- 
ten descriptions of what certain pro- 
grams were supposed to do. 


"They were operating from memory,*' 


ho says, "and then when wo had turn- 
over in tho staff wo were missing the- 
people who knew what tho programs 
do." 


OFFICIALS IN THE school districts 


also had never been given a procedure 
for requesting service from tho coopera- 
tive, ho said. "As a result we get liter- 
ally hundreds of phone calls every day 
from people who want to know how they 
should handle something." 


For Sedrel, who was formerly head of 


computer services at Harper College, 
taking over tho cooperative at this point 
In Its history Is really a return to some- 
thing he helped to start. 


Before coming to Harper in 1967, Scdr- 


cl had been involved with forming com- 
puter cooperatives in Iowa. Ho began 
talking to business managers from sev- 
eral school districts when ho came to tho 
Northwest suburbs. During 1907,1968 and 


1969, ho served as part-time director for 
an informal cooperative which used Har- 
per's facilities. 


In 1969, tho cooperative was taken over 


administratively by tho Northwest Edu- 
cation Cooperative (NEC) and a full-time 
director was hired. Eventually, High 
School Dlst. 214 joined and last year, the 
cooperative bought Its computer. 


"I told the business managers in 1968 


that they would havo to think about get- 
ting their own equipment In a few 
years," Sedrel said. 


DESPITE THE doubts about the coop- 


erative that havo been openly expressed 
by officials of some of tho member dis- 
tricts, Sedrel believes tho cooperative 
can work, and work economically. 


"I'm very much commltcd to the con- 


cept of tho cooperative," he says. "Expe- 
rience across tho country has shown that 
It can bo done." 


But before Sedrel can convince anyone 


else of his view, he realizes that there 
are many changes that must be made. 
He will work on determining exactly 
what each service costs and on shaping 
up tho service between now and Jan. 1. 


In addition, he is going to have to pla- 


cate administrators who have become 
disillusioned by the cooperative's failures 
In the past. 


"I'm sure in every district, every ad- 


ministrator wants as much as he can get 
as quickly as possible," he says. "My 
responsibility is to tell them what I can 
realistically give them. I think If tho ad- 
ministrators are told realistically what to 
expect, they will accept it. It's when 
they're told they can have something and 
don't got it that they get upset. 


THE NEW DIRECTOR of the NEC 
computer cooperative is Roy Sedrel, 
former director of the computer ser- 
vices at Harper College. Sedrel says 
ha hopes to havo the troubled coop- 
erative back In shape by Jan. I, 
1974.

Local junket 


spends our cash 


For a city that apparently has 


everything, there's almost n shred 
of justification for a wlngding par- 
ty for local officials at the annual 
Illinois Municipal League meeting 
In Chicago. 


Indeed, the city of Rolling Mead- 


ows has just about everything: an 
enormous sales tax return by the 
fact that Western Electric has its 
billing headquarters located within 
the city limits. 


This, in turn, has produced such 


oddities as no city property tax and 
the presence of four $23,000 Mer- 
cedes-Benz garbage trucks within 
city limits. 


Such wealth makes it easy for 


the city to budget $4,500 to allow 15 
city officials and their wives to at- 
tend in September the annual Mu- 
nicipal League binge in Chicago. 


It even could cost more if other 


city officials and department heads 
toko advantage of the party. The 
council voted recently to allocate a 
$300 blanket expense account for 
each official and spouse and a $200 
allowance for individuals attending 
the conference. 


It's a repeat of last year's Roll- 


ing Meadows participation — and 
i t ' s a pattern that happens 
frequently when the Municipal 
League holds Its annual con- 
vention. It's very impressive to 
have 15 or 20 of your civic leaders 
at this gathering, especially when 
other communities, such as Pala- 
tine and Wheeling, either won't 
send any officials or will require 


their officials to commute, rather 
than spending $20 or $30 per night 
for a hotel room. 


But, after all, city officials labor 


all year and deserve a reward 
through such an event, reasons 
Rolling Meadows mayor Roland 
Meyer. After all, something of 
benefit might come out of such a 
meeting: 


"If they come across just one 


thing that may help them on the 
council floor, it could help the city 
save huge amounts of money. Or it 
may be a total washout." 


However, Rolling Meadows offi- 


cials seem to feel it's worth the ef- 
fort to send the men and women to 
the conference. And Meyer con- 
cedes that Rolling Meadows can af- 
ford to attend the conference in 
force. 


To those critics who see ev- 
erything as negative, it might 
seem as though the hard-earned in- 
come of Rolling Meadows govern- 
ment will be spread around Chi- 
cago for meals, drinks, night- 
clubbing and the other adventures 
which normally accompany the 
Municipal League's annual meet- 
ings In the Windy City—all for a 
good time! 


But even if it is public money, 


shouldn't it go to a good cause, 
such as a brief Chicago fling for 
the city fathers of Rolling Mead- 
ows? Even if It's a bit out of line 
with what other local communities 
will spend, there's obviously noth- 
ing else In Rolling Meadows which 
desperately needs the money. 
Hove a good trip, city officials!

Buffalo Grove boosted 


Edward L. Brousscau quickly became 


an active resident of Buffalo Grove when 
he voiced his concern over conditions of 
Dundee Road — now he needs a citizen's 
answer to his question, and questions he 
did not ask concerning the town of Buf- 
falo Grove.

The issue in Canadian eyes is 


more than self-interest, it is self- 
preservation.

checked the mood of leaders in massive 
New York. Gazing at 1976, one analyst I 
respect highly said: 


"To the extent people are talking of it, 


they believe Kennedy is leading — but 
they are looking for somebody else." 


No deep new quest is required to 


search out the reason. It's Chap- 
paquiddick. And anyone probing Demo- 
cratic governors at the June national 
conference in Lake Tahoe could quickly 
discover that this is a national appraisal. 


Furthermore, just as "Watergate" for 


the Nixon administration is today a ge- 
neric term covering not just the June 17, 
1972, bugging and burglary but a whole 
range of activities, so "Chappaquiddick" 
could be on the way to becoming generic 
for Kennedy. 


What is quietly troubling Democratic 


leaders, beyond the hard reality of Chap- 
paquiddick itself, is. a cluster of concerns 
linked to his personal make-up and prob- 
lems. 


Kennedy's attitude (and his family's) 


toward the peril of being shot as were 
two of his brothers is high on this list. 
Party leaders are understanding of this, 
but it makes them wonder seriously 
about the extent of the senator's desire 
for higher office. 


They fret about other matters, some of 


them possibly off-shoots in part of the 
inescapable Kennedy worries over assas- 
sination. In this realm, rumor runs 
rampant and facts are few. Rumors do 
not deserve to be given currency. The 
only point to make is that some political 
leaders this year, as in prior times, think 
Kennedy either deliberately or uncon- 
sciously keeps doubts of his fitness alive 
— as one means of keeping his options 
open. 


Were there none of this, had there been 


no Chappaquiddick, the race would prob- 
ably be over right now and Ted Kennedy 
as good as nominated. 


For it is recognized that as a workman 


he is a far more qualified and confident 
man at 41 than he was four or eight 
years ago. He is widely rated a very 
competent performer. 


As a campaigner he simply has no 


equal. He is a booming, commanding 
orator. Drawing upon the skills of master 
writers like Richard Goodwin, Kennedy 
can deal it out toughly and effectively — 
as his Alabama speech showed. He is 
genuinely witty, loves the fun of the trav- 
el circuit, has a unique knack for partici- 
pating well in the necessary hokum of 
campaigning while letting everybody 
know that it is hokum. 


Yet the sphere of his personal cluster 


of problems lays partly across the bright 
orb of his official life. Even as Kennedy 
demonstrates his skill at using Water- 
gate to unify his party, its reminder of 
Chappaquiddick undercuts his own pros- 
pects.

NEW YORK - The tclephono Inter- 


connect business Is growing so much that 
the big telephone common carrier firms 
ultimately may gft out of equipment 
manufacture, Claude C. Conti believes. 


Contl runs a telephone interconnect 


firm In the New York metropolitan area 
called Tcltronlcs Services, Inc. It Is one 
of 730 companies created In this business 
by the famous Carter plionc court 
decision of 1068 that stopped telephone 
c o m p a n i e s from forbidding Inter- 
connection to their lines of privately 
mado phones and equipment. 


THAT ENDED the telephone equip- 


ment monopoly of the Bell System and a 
few major Independents. Since then, Con- 
tl snltl, sales of privately made telephone 
equipment have Increased at almost 50 
per cent annually. Sales of the Industry 
last year were $120 million and should hit 
twice that this year, he said. 


"I think tho Bell System eventually 


will decide its future is In tho common 
carrier communications business and it 
will spin off or sell Western Electric Co., 
Us huge manufacturing arm," Contl said. 
Ho thought General Telephone & Elec- 
tronics, tho largest independent tcle- 
phono carrier, also eventually would dis- 
pose of Its telephone manufacturing arm, 
GTE Automatic Electric Co. of North- 
lake. III. 


Contl said that so long as these two 


companies remain subsidiaries of com- 
mon carrier telephone firms, they will be 
hampered by legal and other restrictions 
In competing with the interconnect equip- 
ment marketers. 


THE PIUCK advantage of the Inter- 


connect companies using American, Eu-

enormous because they are not required 
to assess certain charges that common 
carrier companies must make, he said. 
Contl figured his company could save 
oven a small business $200,000 over 20 
years compared with Bell 
System 


charges for tho use of similar equipment. 


For starters, there Is a $4,000 in- 


stallation fee Bell must charge which 
Contl docs not have to charge, and the 
monthly service charge for his equip- 
ment may be half that of a Bell com- 
pany. The equipment would cost the user 
$01,000 and the gross operating saving 
would be $254,000 and the equipment 
would be still usable at the end of the 20 
years. 


So Conti believes that virtually all 


American business users of telephones 
will own or rent their phones and switch- 
Ing equipment In a few years as has been 
the case in some European countries. 


Indirect support for Contl's view came 


from the management consulting firm, 
Laventhol, Krecksteln, Horwath & Hor- 
wath, Inc. 


DAVID C. GUSTIN, a former New 


England Telephone Co. official now In 
the Boston office of Laventhol Krecks- 
teln, said telephone economies can mean 
significant savings for many companies. 
He said the common carrier companies 
presently are seeking increases In equip- 
ment installation and service charges as 
well as a carrier rate hike. Person-to- 
person rates have gone up 100 per cent in 
10 years. 


Therefore, said Gustin, every business 


should analyze Its telephone usage close- 
ly to make certain it has the most eco- 
nomical system. All employes also 
should be trained in the most effective 
and economical use of the company's 
telephone lines.

Only 
to spend it in future

If you think managing your money 


means saving it, you're ogling only part 
of the picture. You might easily get the 
idea that managing and saving your 
money mean the same thing from a 
sampling of these columns. 


We've discussed the options in shop- 


ping three stores instead of one to cut 
food costs, of buying clothes out of sea- 
son to drape yourself in fancier finery 
for fewer dollars, and ideas on how to 
cut costs or save money in just about 
every spending category. So, what's the 
point of all this saving? 


To spend! 
When you spend less on clothing or buy 


a used car Instead of a new one, the 
money you save buys something you 
wont. Mako no mistakes! I recommend 
spending or disposing of all your Income 
— but not necessarily at the same rate 
you earn it. 


AND, SPENDING may involve setting 


up an Investment program for retire- 
ment income or a long-term investment 
plan to assure your children a college 
education. There's little point In simply 
piling cash into a savings account just to 
watch the balance mount. 


We note various ways to save money 


because families prefer to cut their costs 
in different ways — fortunately. Since I 
seldom deal with families who can afford 
to do everything they want or to buy any- 
thing they choose, I recommend one very 
simple guide — cut costs for things and 
services not Important to you and spend 
those savings on things and services that 
arc important. 


Suppose you decide that driving a car 


offers transportation only — a way to get 
from point A to point B. A car means 
less to you than something else — possi- 
bly acquiring a boat, remodeling your 
home, keeping a son in college, or the 
like. Deciding to cut car costs is your 


first step. But, following through to ac- 
tually reduce car expenses calls for 
ideas, facts, and a trade-off of resources 
— usually time and effort for money. 


FOR EXAMPLE, you may decide to 


drive a car during its third and fourth 
year instead of its first and second year 
and save roughly $1,000. 


Or, you spend a few minutes and de- 


tour a block or two to buy gasoline for 5 
cents a gallon less, thus saving about $50 
over a year's time depending on your 
car. 
And, you'll play the tire-mileage 


game to buy the tires calculated to dell- 
wer lowest per-mlte costs rather than at 
the lowest price. 


All of these ideas will help you save, 


but they also help you spend. Saving to 
spend correlates with the one choice-two 
decision principle: When you choose to 
spend your cash or credit on some thing 
or service, you also decide not to spend 
for something else because the money is 
gone. 


Cutting costs in one or more categories 


isn't the only route to spending more. 
You could earn more. Or, you could 
draw cash from savings. You might 
spend credit, but that route actually cuts 
your purchasing power overall. 


WHILE THE prospect of earning more 


attracts considerable interest, look at the 
timing. Negotiating a raise, whether you 
manage it or your union or organization 
arranges It, may run into months. 


If you're on commission, you can work 


harder — or smarter — to boost your 
income. But, for every dollar you earn, 
the Feds take a progressively bigger 
bite. When you save a dollar from your 
current income, you can spend the whole 
dollar because it's an after-tax dollar. 
And, you can spend it now.

The Chicago Transit Authority an- 


nounced the end of its current financial 
crisis and said there will be no suspen- 
sion of CTA routes. 


CTA Board Chairman Milton Plkarsky 


told a news conference funds made avail- 
able by state, city and county author- 
ities, particularly Gov. Daniel Walker, 
permitted the CTA to continue all its 
routes with only minor cutbacks in ser- 
vice. 


"There will be no rapid transit route 


suspensions," Plkarsky said. 


With the improved financial situation, 


Plkarsky said he was rescinding orders 
that would have affected 30 bus routes, 3 
rapid transit routes, 23 stations and some 
weekend services. 


"Now, we arc suspending service to af- 


fect only bus routes, 10 rapid transit sta- 
tions, 6 auxiliary entrances to rapid tran- 
sit stations, 10 bus routes on weekends 
and portions or hours of operation of 14 
bus routes," Plkarsky said. 


Langhorne Bond, director of Illinois 


Department of Transportation, said the 
CTA "now has the money to operate well 
beyond tho October session of the legisla- 
ture."

Powered by natural gas 
h car of future here>—now?

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — If an automo- 


bile were available that cut pollution 84 
per cent, ran at half the fuel cost and 
reduced engine tuneups almost to zero, 
wouldn't you think there would be a 
stampede for It? 


Well, there is such a car. It has been 


tested for three years. 


Yet, there has been no stampede, not 


even a mild charge. Only about 5,000 
such vehicles are operating in the United 
States although the system has been on 
the market for two years. 


BUT THE RECENT crunch in gasoline 


supply, rising prices and the rapidly ap- 
proaching deadline for stringent pollution 
standards may supply the impetus to get 
Dual Fuel Systems, Inc. off and running. 


There Is actually no new type vehicle. 


Any product off the assembly line — pas- 
senger car, truck or bus — can be con- 
verted to a system that powers the en- 
gine with compressed natural gas from 
pressurized tanks. 


The Dual Fuel system enables a driver 


to operate either on CN6 or gasoline and 
to switch from one to the other while the 
vehicle is in motion. The average driver 
cannot tell the difference although there 
is a slight acceleration loss on CNG. 


Dual Fuel Systems is a subsidiary of 


the Pacific Lighting Corp., which is also 
the parent company of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Gas Co., the biggest supplier of 


natural gas in the nation for home and 
Industrial use. 


WHY HASN'T there been bigger ac- 


ceptance of the dual system? 


Jim Dunnlgan, sales manager at the 


Monterey Park installation facility, says 
there are several reasons but the princi- 
pal block is economic. 


It costs $450 to $650 to install the equip- 


ment. 


Secondly, the system is currently not 


practical for most private passenger 
cars because one tank of CNG gives a 
range of only about 60-65 miles before it 
must be refilled. 


But Dunnlgan says the dual system is 


eminently suitable for fleet operators 
such as taxicabs, truckers, government 
vehicles and others with greater tank ca- 
pacity and their own refueling centers. 


DUAL FUEL already is off to a mod- 


est start. 


Among customers converted to the sy- 


tem are taxi companies in Santa Bar- 
bara and Venice, Calif., the Santa Clara 
County government with 100 vehicles, the 
Mayfair Dairy with 10 trucks, a moving 
company with 10 vans. 


Disneyland operates most of the ve- 


hicles at its park with natural gas. The 
Los Angeles municipal "minibuses" op- 
erate on the dual system although the 
long route buses of the Southern System 
found CNG did not give sufficient range. 


The Southern California Gas Co., oper- 


ates 1,600 of its vehicles on CNG and the 
federal General Services Administration 
has more than 1,000 of its-vehicles on the 
dual system across the country. 


THE NATURAL gas equivalent of a 


gallon of gasoline is now available to 
fleet operators at eight cents. There is no 
state or federal tax although California is 
scheduled to impose a six-cent tax next 
year. 


Dunnlgan estimates that a fleet tax- 


icab owner could amortize the cost of 
conversion within 18 months or 40,000 
miles. 


Tests of pollution emissions have shown 


an 83 per cent reduction in carbon mono- 
xide, 72 per cent in hydrocarbons and 97 
per cent in oxides of nitrogen when oper- 
ating on CNG compared with stock gaso- 
line. 


Presently there are only two "filling 


stations" in Southern California where 
the average motorist can get a CNG ref- 
ill — one in downtown Los Angeles and 
the other in Riverside, Calif. Dunnigan 
says there are plans for 17 more to be 
opened next year in Southern California 
at stations already selling gasoline. 


There are only a handful — less than a 


dozen — private individuals now driving 
Dual Fuel cars. 


"But my phone has been ringing off 


the hook the last few weeks," Dunnigan 
said. "Maybe this is the start of some- 
thing big."

Swap green stamps for greenbacks: FTC

WASHINGTON (UPI) — In a move potentially worth more 


than $200 million to American consumers, tho makers of S&H 
Green stamps havo agreed to start redeeming tho stamps for 
$2 cash per book. 


Such cash redemption is currently available in only 20 


•tales, where tho amount varies from $1.20 to $2 per book. 
But under a consent order tentatively accepted by tho Feder- 
al Trado Commission tho redemption starting at SO cents per 
300 stamps will bo available nationwide, except for Kansas, 
where trading stamps arc illegal. 


Of tho 20 states where stamps may now bo redeemed for 


cash, 13 havo sot tho price at $1.20. Those states ore Con- 
noctlcut, Florida, Maine, Massachusetts, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Utah, Vermont uid New York. In seven other states — 
Wyoming, Wisconsin, Washington, Maryland, California, In- 
diana and South Dakota — the rote is $2. 


WYOMING AND Wisconsin do not allow redemption of 


merchandise for stamps and tho state of Washington has a 
tax on stamps which effectively makes cash redemption the 
only option. 


FTC officials said that while tho order is directed only 


against S & II, they hoped that competition in the market 
place would force the other trading stomp companies to fol- 


low the lead of green stamps which are the dominant-force In 
the field. 


An estimated 32 million American families collectlraaTng 


stamps. S&H stamps alone are distributed by 50,000 retailers 
from 60,000 outlets. S&H stamp revenue in 1972 amounted to 
$363 million. 


There were 117, 359,000 books of S&H stamps redeemed last 


year. Had they been turned in for $2 each, they would have 
been worth $234,718,000. 


The order is the result of a lengthy case which went to the 


supreme Court. The high court ruled that the FTC has wide 
powers to attack practices which ore unfair to consumers. 


IN ADDITION to the cash redemption, Sperry & Hutehln- 


son, Inc., New York, was ordered to drop any court in- 
junctions it has obtained during the past 12 years against 
stamp exchanges — agencies that trade one brand of stamps 
for another or redeem them for cosh. The firm was also 
ordered not to interfere with the operation of such exchanges. 


But Comr. Mary Gardiner Jones, In a lengthy and strongly 


worded dissent, said the commission should have done more. 


"In my judgment this settlement accomplishes virtually 


nothing for the consumer. It accepts the basic unfairness of 
forcing trading stamps on consumers and gives them'simply 
an option of getting cash instead of'merchandise for-these 
stamps," she said.

lion in Maine," influenced Thursday's 
' decision, Yothers said. 


The changing attitude toward black 


persons "would not alone have In- 
fluenced the delegates," he conceded. 


But he noted that action by the Su- 


preme Court had recently given Maine 


the right to revoke the licenses, Including 
the liquor licenses, of 15 Elk lodges in 
that state. 


And the Elks' tax-exempt status has

Pressure on 
Nixon to cut 
Europe force

WASHINGTON-Prcsldcnt 
Nixon, a 


man sorely beset on many fronts, will 
emerge from the hospital to find his do- 
mestic troubles continue to weaken his 
hand In dealing with foreign affairs. 


Tho brief period of euphoria generated 


by the rhetoric of last month's summit 
conference with Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Breshncv has dissipated to a consid- 
erable extent. Wltllc the general assump- 
tion is that long-term prospects for Im- 
proved relations remain good, there ap- 
pear to be some stormy passages ahead 
for the President. 


It has become Increasingly difficult for 


Nixon's aides to convince the Congress 
and the American public of the necessity 
to keep 310.000 U.S. troops In Europe al- 
most 30 years after World War II. The 
cumulative bill for this project, even af- 
ter allowing for offset contributions by 
the West Germans and other NATO al- 
lies, is about $17 billion. 


.WITH THE DOLLAR sinking on world 
money markets, an adverse balance of 
International payments, and 
Inflation 


gaining dangerous momentum at home, 
there is growing pressure here to reduce 
this costly American presence in Europe. 


Nixon and top advisers arc making a 


strenuous effort to persuade Congress 
that any significant cut In these forces 
would be dangerous — perhaps fatal. 
Their contention Is that If Washington un- 
dertakes unilateral reductions, Nixon will 
have no leverage in negotiations this fall 
to force Soviet troop reductions in Cen- 
tral Europe. 


Tho same logic is used to justify con- 


tinued research and production of nucle- 
ar weapons. The Idea is that the United 
States must negotiate from a position of 
great strength if It hopes to secure any 
arms limitation agreement with Moscow. 


The administration's arguments ap- 


pear to have merit — if you accept the 
premise that Russia's primary aim Is to 
loosen the tics that bind the NATO allies 
and eventually dominate Western Eur- 
ope. 


OS THE OTHER HAND, if you believe 


the Kremlin's actions since May, 1972, 
indicate a sincere desire to eliminate ten- 
sions In order lo secure Western techni- 
cal knowhow, equipment and credits, 
then the administration warning loses 
some of Its effectiveness. 


Senate Majority leader Miko Mans- 


field, D-Mont., who has repeatedly of- 
fered resolutions to drastically cut Amer- 
ican military strength in Europe, is ex- 
pected to come up later this year with a 
firm proposal for phased withdrawal. 


Unlike previous years, Mansfield finds 


considerable sentiment on the other side 
of the Capitol In the House of Represen- 
tatives for his Ideas.

New NiPC report released 
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Chicago-area population growth predictions decline 


Population In the Chicago nrca will In- 


crease nearly 50 per cent In 50 years — a 
slower growth rato than previously pro- 
dieted by the Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission. 


New NIPC totals released yesterday 


predict on area-wide population of 11.5 
million persons by 2020. Estimated 1070 
population was 7.5 million. 


The 21st Century population growth 


will mean more highways, Increased 
park land, additional scwago plants and 
other public projects, NIPC assistant re- 
search director Frank Bcal said after the 


.commission's quarterly meeting in Chi- 
cago. 


But, the commission miiy approve few- 


er government-funded projects In future 
years because of the reduced growth 
rate,' said Beal, an employe of the 
American Society of Planning Officials. 


NIPC IS a counselor for planning In 


the eight-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and reviewer of all applications 
seeking federal project funding. ' 


The population totals, which were re- 


ferred to NIPC's planning committee for 
study, will determine need for Increased 


public projects like highway construc- 
tion. 


The 11.5 million prediction is between 


750,000 and 1 million persons less than 
previous, growth figure. 


"Problems will be lessened if there are 


fewer people around," Beal said. Driving 
to the meeting, "I couldn't help thinking 
that if there weren't more people, I 
wouldn't be in this traffic jam." 


The population prediction was reduced, 


Bcal said, because: 


• The U.S. Supreme Court "Is unlikely 


to change its position on abortion;" 


• "There is a wider use of birth con- 


trol;" 


• The median age for marriage is in- 


creasing;" 


• The "quality of family life ... the 


cost of living and education" is of in- 
creased concern. 
, Most growth in the area is predicted in 
the 1970s and 1980s. Young persons will 
continue to move here and. retired per- 
sons will move out because "Chicago has 
always been a place to find work. That 
will continue. This is not a place to re- 
tire," Beal said.

sumptions about fertility, mortality and 
migration and a computer formula from 
the 1970 census that use.? age, sex and 
race totals.

Another assumption was that there 


would be a light increase in life ex- 
pectancy with the mortality rates of all 
races becoming equal by the turn of the 
century. 


The committee also assumed that a 


constant number of white residents 
would leave the region. Migration into 
the area by other races was expected to 
decline by 20 per cent each decade. 


"THERE IS A growing reaction to 


growth," Larry Christmas, NIPC assist- 
ant research director, said "We're de- 
picting our resources. Growth does not 
always mean more money for the trea- 
sury. There's a possibil racial issue — 
people saying 'we've made it, so let's 
keep everyone else out."" 


Christmas said people have a "general 


uneasiness . . . things are happening so 
fast... so rapidly, let's go easy ... hold 
the status quo." 


The total forecast will be broken down 


by township and smaller areas in coming 
months, with the participation of local 
elected officials and interested citizens. 
The small area forecasts will be basis of 
long range regional planning, and will he 
consulted when federal matching grants 
are sought for new highways, park land, 
sewage plants, and other public in- 
vestments for future growth. 


The forecast shows two periods of 


decreasing school enrollment between 
periods of increasing enrollment, as the 
"baby boom" bulges in the population 
curve become older. The first bulge will 
increase the labor force 17 per cent in 
the current decade, and 11 per cent in 
the 1980s. In subsequent decades, the la- 
bor supply will increase less and less. 
Approximately the same number of 
households will be formed each year as 
in the 1960s, with a corresponding steady 
demand for new residential construction. 


The population forecast is compatible 


with an economic forecast of 1 million 
more jobs by the turn of the century — 
full employment for the region's people 
and up nearly 30 per cent from the cur- 
rent 3.5 million jobs.

dered obsolete. Therefore I thought his 
cliche conservation campaign merited 
public support. 


But I didn't consider it crucial to com- 


munication because America still had a 
superabundance of'platitudes. 


"If you can't call a meager amount 


chickenfeed any longer, then call it pea- 
nuts," I said. "Apparently you haven't 
bought any peanuts lately," Chestnut 
sighed.

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Scientists probe Shroud of Turin 


by FREDERICK M. WINSHIP 


PORT CHESTER, N.Y. (UPI) — The 


Shroud venerated by Roman Catholics 
for 600 years as the burial cloth of Jesus 
will bo subjected to science's most mod- 
ern Investigative techniques In an effort 
to solve the mystery of the image of a 
crucified man on the 14-foot linen strip. 


Former King Humborto II of Italy, 


owner of the relic, has given permission 
for the first scientific examination of the 
shroud In 42 years. It Is expected to be- 
gin next fall at the Cathedral of Turin 
where the shroud Is kept, according to 
the Rev. Peter M. Rlnaldl. Father HI- 
naldl Is vice president of the 6,000-mem- 
ber Holy Shroud Guild In the United 
States and author of a recent book on the 
shroud. 


The Guild, which Is headquartered at 


Corpus Chrlstl Church In Port Chester, Is 
raising funds by selling pictures of the 
face on the shroud to pay for such ex- 
pensive processes as holography, a lens. 
less photographic technique using laster 
beams. In addition to holography, Catho- 
lic authorities In Turin are considering 
speclroscopy, the Carbon 14 test, Infra- 


red or ultra violet photography, and 
neutron activation analysis. 


IT WAS ESTABLISHED in 1931 that 


tho Image is not a painting, but the Vati- 
can has taken the position that it is not 
within tho church's doctrinal definition to 
declare the authenticity of any relic. De- 
spite this, several Popes have openly re- 
vered the shroud and Plus XI dedicated 
a prayer to It. 
' 
> 


"There Is no way to prove the shroud 


authentic beyond a shadow of a doubt," 
Father Rinaldi said. "What we're doing 
is challenging modern sciences to prove 
It is a fraud. The Vatican will not sup- 
port authentication and is leaving It to 
tho public for an objective evaluation 
which touches almost every field of sci- 
ence." 


Father Rlnaldl said an international 


commission will carry out the exam- 
ination. The guild is pressing Turin to 
use three-dimensional holography be- 
cause It has the ability to deblur optical 
Images, a process developed by Dr. 
George W. Stroke of the State University 


of New York at Stony Brook. 


THE GUILD hopes that this will pro- 


vide a distinct picture of the faint, rust- 
colored human Imprint which permeates 
the linen. There Is even a possibility that 
holography will provide a three dimen- 
sional concept of the man-ln-the-shroud. 


Spectroscopy would establish whether 


stains on the shroud are traces of human 
blood. Carbon 14 would establish the ap- 
proximate" age of the linen, which' al- 
ready has been Identified as a Middle 
Eastern weave and pattern of the first to 
third centuries A.D. Neutron evaluation 
would identify the fibers and make it 
possible .to pinpoint where they were 
grown. 


FATHER RINALDI said there is no as- 


surance that science can Identify the 
means by which the frontal and dorsal 
image of a 5-foot-ll-lnch man of majes- 
tic, bearded countenance was Ingrained 
In the cloth. A favorite theory is that 
powdered aloes, which were spread on 
Christ's shroud according to the Bible, 
reacted chemically to vapors from the 


body. Those who consider the image a 
miracle describe it as a quasiphotograph 
of Christ produced by the radiance of the 
Resurrection. 


"I beleive the truth lies in nature," 


said the priest, who viewed the shroud 
1933, when it was last on public display. 
"There were images of atomic bomb vic- 
tims blasted into the walls of Hiroshima. 
Can science explain a possible radiation 
said the priest, who viewed the shroud in 
was removed from Christ's body without 
sticking when the blood had dried?" 


TESTIMONY OF medical authorities 


who have examined the shroud strongly 
supports superficial evidence that it once 
covered the corpse of a man with wounds 
on his hands, feet and side, and traces of 
125 lash strokes. All anatomical details of 
the nude image are correct as they 
would be in rigor mortis and consistent 
with death while hanging by the arms. 
Blood-colored specks and trickles on the 
front and back of the head print could 
have been caused by thorn punctures.

England sends 
top shows 
to America 


LONDON (UPI) — It is a curious fact 


that some of the more ambitious tele- 
vision that reaches American screens 
starts Its life in the quiet of morning in 
an office near London's Hyde Park. 


Sir Lew Grade is an early riser be- 


cause he finds his mind slips into high 
gear while most people are still yawning 
at the new day. His limousine drops him 
at the Associated Television (ATV) build- 
ing usually at 7 a.m. sharp. 


And it is while he is brewing coffee in 


the silver pot on his desk that he mulls 
over the programs that, among other 
things, earned him eight U.S. Emmys 
this year — seven for the "Julie Andrews 
Hour" and the other for "Long Day's 
Journey Into Night." 


SIR LEW'S television activities also 


won him a knighthood in recognition o! 
the tens of millions of dollars his pro- 
grams have earned to help the British 
balance of trade. This year, with Britain 
in the Common Market, Sir Lew sees the 
possibility of even greater opportunities 
and he has already sold a number of Im- 
portant shows to the United States. 


As a theatrical agent, Sir Lew made 


the London Palladium so famous a 
vaudeville theatre that Americans felt no 
career was complete without headlining 
there. He took this trans-Atlantic know- 
how with him when he became head of 
ATV. And now, with Britain hi the Com- 
mon Market, he is aiming at Europe and 
the United States as well as his home' 
land.

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Liuig cancer-a preventable disease 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am writing you to- 


day concerning my mother who is 82 
years old. Until recently she was in per- 
fect health. Now she has developed heart 
trouble, diabetes and high blood pres- 
sure. Tho last physical examination re- 
vealed that she now has an enlarged 
spleen and was anemic. Iron pills were 
prescribed for this. 


What Is the spleen? The doctor did not 


prescribe medicine for this condition, nor 
did he recommend surgery. He said that 
the enlarged spleen was not dangerous 
and recommended that she watch her 
diet. How serious is this condition? 


Dear Header — The spleen is a very 


small organ that lies just under the 
diaphragm at the edge of the ribs on the 
left side. It's just above the left kidney. 
Normally It's a small organ, less than 
half the size of your hand. It's like a 
largo lymph gland. Many of the old blood 
cells are destroyed within the spleen. All 
of It's functions arc not clear. It may 
enlarge when a person has a fever or if 
there Is heart failure which may be the 
situation with your mother. It's Impor-

tancc depends entirely on what's causing 
it. It can bo a factor in some types of 
anemia and low white blood cell counts. 


I presume that the type and degree of 


anemia that your mother has was such 
that your doctor felt satisfied that it was 
unrelated to the enlargement of the 
spleen. He may also have felt that the 
enlargement of the spleen was minimal 
and more likely related to her heart 
problems. There isn't any way I can give 
you a definite answer. The only thing you 
can do is to depend on the doctor's judg- 
ment. After all he knows how big the 
spleen Is ami how severe the anemia is 
as well as the rest of the problem, in- 
cluding the severity of the heart disease.

Phantom limb pain remains 
unexplained in amputees

SEATTLE, Wash. - Tho "phantom- 


limb" phenomena is a very real thing, 
although the leg or arm the patient 
"feels" has been amputated. 


Dr. Ronald Mclzach, a professor of 


psychology at McGIll University in Mon- 
treal, explains that persons with phan- 
tom limbs continue to feel pain but phy- 
sicians do not yet know the reasons why. 


It Is not uncommon for a woman with 


an amputated hand to reach for a glass 
of water with the hand that Is no longer 
there, or for a veteran with an ampu- 
tated leg to get out of bed and expect to 
take steps. 


ABOUT 10 PER CENT of persons with 


amputations suffer from what physicians 
call phantom limb pain. The subject was 
discussed at length at an international 
symposium hero recently. 


"Phantom limb pain is character- 


istically very persistent, lasting for dec- 
ades In some patients," Mclzack said. 
"We have to begin looking for mecha- 
nisms In the nervous system which may 
cause this pain to continue for so many 
years." 


He said such pain Is more likely to oc- 


cur if a patient has had pain In the arm 
or leg before It was amputated. 


The fact that pain is so long lasting 


and occurs most often in persons who 
have pain in a limb later amputated sug- 
gests that some mechanism in the ner- 
vous sytcm has a memory for pain. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM associated with 


phantom limb pain is the fact that stimu- 
lation of areas far from the stump can 
evoke pain in the phantom limb. For ex- 
ample, a girl who lost her arm in a bi- 
cycle accident and had phantom limb 
pain said the pain was intensified when 
pressure was applied to the opposite 
shoulder. 


Mclzack said there were two opposing 


methods for treating phantom limb pain. 
One was to reduce pain by blocking it 
with local injections of an anesthetic into 
the stump. The second method is to in- 
tensify the patient's pain at the site of 
tho amputation by pounding the stump 
with a rubber mallet or touching it with 
an electrical charge. 


In the first method, the relief often 


lasts for many days while the actual 
anesthetic is dissipated within the body 
In a few hours. The second method in- 
tensifies the pain for about 10 minutes 
but then the phantom pain disappears, 
often not returning for many months.

just a spot on the lung until a better 
diagnosis is made. Sometimes a spot on 
the lung represents an old infection of 
one of the fungus diseases of the lung 
such as hlstaplasmosls or coccldloldomy- 
cosis. These fungus diseases may leave a 
spot on the lung after the inflammation 
is over and the spot may have no impor- 
tant significance. On the other hand, a 
spot on the lungs may well be cancer. 
There are differences in the x-ray char- 
acteristics between some spots that en- 
able a doctor to have a pretty good idea 
if they are cancer or not, but if there's 
any question the only way the problem 
can be solved is by surgical removal of 
the area and examination. Certainly if a 
spot is found and there's any question 
about it, the quicker surgery is achieved 
the better likelihood of a successful out- 
come. 


Lung cancer is very common in Ameri- 


can men. Ninety per cent of all men who 
have lung cancer smoke cigarettes. It is 
probably an example of a preventable 
disease. It may sound strange to soy that 
you can prevent cancer but there are a 
number of cancers which can be pre- 
vented and the large number of lung can- 
cers appears to be a good example. 
Merely by avoiding smoking cigarettes 
the incidence of lung cancer can be 
sharply reduced.

But 
even some of these four have begun to 
get wood on the ball. I'll tell you, (Jim)

won 4-3. Bocci expects rugged com- 
petition once again. 


"They had a big, solid club last year 


and they've got one again this year," 
Bocci said. "The other teams I anticipate 
will be tough too, although you never 
know what to expect from a Chicago 
team." 


Bocci said he probably will slick with

Ho knows all (ho ncvcrendlng demands 


being made upon Atlanta's 30-year-old 
slugger, all the Inner turmoil Aaron has 
to contend with, and all the pressure still 
In store for him. 


"He's going to find out the only time 


he's going to get nny relief Is when he's 
out on the field." says Marls. "He'll nev- 
er be nblc to enjoy himself cither before 
or after the ball game. He'll never be 
allowed to relax." 


Roger Marls speaks from personal ex- 


perience. The pressure on him reached 
such a point 12 years ago that thick 
patches of hair begaln falling out of his 
scalp. He always felt that was dttc more 
to the pressure ho was getting from 
people than to the pressure of cracking 
Ruth's record.

games whereas Ruth had only 154 games 
to set his. 


Frlck decided an asterisk would be

his 59th homer, and connected for his 
60th in the 150th game. His record-setting 
61st homer came in tho club's 163rd 
gamo at Yankee Stadium and Marls still 
remembers ho hit a fast ball down and 
away. Tracy Stollard remembers it, too. 
He should. Ho served It up. 


Roger Marls, 220 pounds now, and 


holding, has four sons, and his youngest, 
Richard, 0, regularly listens to the 
Braves' games which can be heard in 
Gainesville.

Even the dire poverty Renoir experi- 


enced as an unknown working artist in 
Paris was never reflected in his paint- 
ings of the French city. 


With already enough misery exposed In 


the world, in his opinion, Renoir pre- 
ferred making life lighter, a bit more 
gay, by painting pleasant, more joyous 
and pretty things. This was In direct op- 
position to other artists of the Impres- 
sionist and Post-Impressionist period like 
Van Gogh and Gauguin, rebel painters 
.who by the strokes of their brushes de- 
picted their own turbulent and bizarre 
personalities. 


The contrasts, similarities and rela-

painters are currently being told In the 
"Nineteenth 
and Twentieth Century 


French Paintings from the Soviet Union" 
exhibition which opened Wednesday at 
the Art Institute of Chicago. 


INCLUDING 41 great masterpieces, 


this Is the first representative collection 
from Soviet museums to ever be seen 
outside of Russia. And without a doubt, 
the show docs live up to all its prior pub- 
licity and promises. 


Short paragraphs in both English and 


Spanish that appear next to each paint- 
ing plainly explaining each artist's indi- 
vidual development and techniques, al- 
low even the most inexperienced layman 
to view and seriously appreciate the ex- 
hibit. It's a cultural undertaking rarely 
if not ever to be seen again. 


And even more impressive than the 


number of great masters brought togeth- 
er for one collection — Monet, Picasso, 
Matisse, Gauguin, Van Gogh, Cezanne, 
Derain, Renoir', Rousseau, Braque, Le- 
ger, Pissarro, Sisley and Vlamlnck — is 
the variety of artistic expression on 
hand. If you haven't already developed 
favorites, you will after this exhibit. 


SEVEN OF the 41 masterpieces are by 


Matisse whose still lifes are unusually in- 
v e n t i v e with backgrounds as pre- 
dominant and noteworthy as the featured 
items themselves. His use of clear colors 
is of a functional nature, employed to 
build up all his forms that, often as not, 
are distorted in perspective. 


Several of Gauguin's pieces are also 


presented in the exhibit, the majority 
being from his first Tahition period. Gua- 
guin preferred painting things the color 


he saw and wanted, not as they would 
realistically appear to the eye. One 
prime example is the green tint he puts 
in the face of the girl featured in his 
"Still Life With Fruit." 


While Gauguin's work is certainly in- 


triguing, I prefer the gentle and serene 
expressions manifested in the two Monet 
paintings, two Renoir pieces and the one 
of Montmartre Boulevard in Paris as 
painted by Pissarro. 


BOTH PICASSO'S gloomier blue period 


and later Cubism works are in this ex- 
hibit, pointing out the artist's whim for 
"painting not what you see but what you 
' know Is there" . . . but still relying 
partly on reality to designate what it's 
all about. 


Rousseau's work, stylistically simple, 


shows his love for suburban and country 
scenes with a special emphasis on aero- 
nautics, a field that had been introduced 
onto the scene hi his lifetime. 


T h e n , there are the unfinished 


brillantly hued landscapes of Cezanne 
and pieces by Georges Braque, the only 
artist to have participated in both the 
Fauve and Cubist movements, even 
working with Picasso from 1908-1914. 


There is a single abstract in the show, 


one by Fernand Leger who was quite 
taken with technology and machines. He 
appeared quite later on the scene than 
many of the others, having lived from 
1881 to 1955. 


THE IMPRESSIONIST and Post-Im- 


pressionist French Paintings from the 
U.S.S.R. will continue to be shown at the 
Art Institute week nights as well as each 
day through Aug. 12, after which time 
the exhibit in its entirety will travel to 
Kimbell Art Museum hi Fort Worth, 


Tex., where it will be displayed Aug. 22 
through Sept. 16. 


The exhibit opened at the National Gal- 


lery of Art in Washington, D. C., in 
March and was subsequently shown at 
the Knoedler Gallery and the Los Angel- 
es County Museum before coming to Chi- 
cago. 


In expectation of huge crowds, a spe- 


cial entrance off of Michigan Avenue has 
been constructed to lead directly into the 
Morton Wing, the site of the exhibit. 


The admission fee for nonmembers is 


$1.50 for adults and 50 cents for children, 
students and senior citizens. 


In connection with the show, a free 


brochure is available plus a short color 
film at the entrance to the exhibit and 
two public lectures.

If you would like to collect something a 


bit different and not loo expensive <ns- 
yet), think Ink! Inkwells. Ink bottles and 
related pen holders, pen wipers, blotters, 
desk sets — many of these may still he 
picked up quite reasonably. 


Ink has an old and fascinating history. 


The Egyptians and Chinese started it nil, 
as usual, when they learned to moke 
black Ink by 2000 B.C., using lampblack 
or charcoal mixed with various gums or 
glues. When the Ink was to be used, wa- 
ter was added. Today, so called China or 
India Inks, used for drawing, arc made 
by the same principle. Carlxm was an- 
other early source of color, as well as 
plant or animal extracts. 


Most modern blue-black writing inks 


arc similar to iron-gall Inks which were 
first used about 200 B.C. They were 
made for centuries with iron salts and 
with "galls" found on the trunks of oak 
trees. Most households In our pioneer 
days made their own Ink by the above 
method or with the juice of berries. 


GOOSE: QUIM. pens were used with 


the homemade Ink, of course, and these 
evolved Into the "penny p?ns" I remem- 
ber from my Palmer ft.'othod writing 
days. And speaking of pen.*, guess what 
I saw at the Chicago Art institute en- 
sconced within a glass case, raiting on a 
pedestal In solitary splendor? A fountain 
pen! It was bright orange, early pinstlc, 
and evidently, but Its place of promi- 
nence, Is considered an art object. 


Fountain pens arc sold at the flea mar- 


kets for upwards of $1, or you could 
probably start a collection by rummag- 
ing In the back of your mother's desk 
drawer. Those rubber bladder filled pens 
were the scourge of my childhood, when 
I was preparing a paper of elaborate flu- 
o r I s li c s for penmanship class and 
dripped a big blob of ink In the center of 
my finished page. Little boys loved to 
use them for squirt guns, too. 


IN THE PICTUIIE. in the back, Is a 


cast brass double Inkwell I found years 
ago in a junk shop, covered with brown 
paint. I guessed that it was iron, but 
when I removed the paint found the 
beautiful brass underneath. The two 
sides lift to show little porcelain inkwells, 
and the center decoration is two children 
arm In arm. U is about 10 inches long. I 
know people get tired of hearing about 
all the bargains in the good old days, but 
this one set me back $2! 


In front, left to right, arc a glass with 


Bakclltc cover English Inkwell, a Penn- 
sylvania yellow ware pottery, a hand- 
made tin box type, another pottery prob- 
ably from Ohio, a bluish glass bottle and 
a Rocklngham ware (brown mottled pot- 
tery) "Sultan's Face." All these Inkwells 
arc old and the top price paid for any of 
them was $5, not too long ago.

"Bag Full of Money" in which a former 
draftee hijacks a plane, using his Army 
taught parachute skills, Is full of wry hu- 
mor. 


NOT QUITE as good, but still nice, arc 


the searching "I'm So Restless" with 
Bob Dylan on harmonica and "My New 
Woman." a Byrds typo song jazzed up. 
Most of the Jazz comes from Charles 
Lloyd's sax playing and the Byrds sound 
comes from the rest of the original 
Byrds who join In. Namely, Chris Hill- 
man on bass, Michael Clarke on drum, 
Gene Clark on vocal and David Crosby 
on vocal. 


McGuinn shows ho can use a mood too 


In songs like "Time Cube" (which is 
sometimes a little too mystical) and 
"DrngglnV The traditional "Heave 
Away" sailor chanty Is welcome because 
Spanky McFnrlane helps out with the vo- 
cals. I hadn't heard her In some time as 
Spanky and Our Gang haven't been 
recording.

NATIONAL SELECTED MORTICIANS

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Presbyterians early colonial settlers 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


The Presbyterian Church was born in 


Scotland and came to America with the 
Scots and Scotch-Irish, who were among 
the earliest settlers of the colonies. 


Centered Initially In New York and 


Pennsylvania, Prcsbytcrianism gradu- 
ally spread south along the Blue Ridge 
mountains, and westward with the ex- 
panding frontier. 


Having little love for the English king, 


whose rule their ancestors had fought for 
generations, the Scotlsh and Scotch-Irish 
colonials ardently supported the cause of 
Independence In the Revolutionary War 
and were highly Influential In the cstab- 
IHhmcnt of the new Republic of the 
United States. 


THEIR INFLUENCE can be seen In 


the Constitution, which gives the United 
States a system of representative gov- 
ernment remarkably similar to the 
"prcsbytcrlal" system of church govern- 
ment from which this denomination gets 
Its name. 


The term Presbyterian comes from the 


Greek word "prcsbuterous," meaning el- 
der. Each local congregation is ruled by 
a "session" composed of Its minister the 
"teaching elder" and a group of laymen 
elected by the congregation "ruling el- 
ders." 


A session In turn sends two representa- 


tives — the minister and an elected lay 
elder — to the local presbytery, which 
has jurisdiction over all the congrega- 
tions In a particular city or comparable 
area. Above presbyteries arc regional sy- 
nods, and at the top of the whole struc- 
ture is a national General Assembly. 


Few systems of church government 


have worked so well In maintaining a 
balance between the right of church 
members to have a voice in decision 
making and the need for strong central 
authority. 


THE CONCEPT of the presbytcrial 


system, like much else In the Presby- 
terian Church, comes from a dour old 
Scot named John Knox, who was one of 
the most fearless leaders of (he Protes- 
tant Reformation, as well as one of the 
unabashed male chauvinists In the his- 
tory of the church. 


A disciple and close friend of the great 


Geneva reformer, John Calvin, Knox es- 
tablished the Protestant faith In Scotland 
over the vehement objections of that 
c o u n t r y ' s reigning Roman Catholic 
que*n, Mary. 


History has romanticized Mary, Queen 


of Scots, but she was a stubborn woman 
with a will of Iron. She encountered In 
Knox an almost Identical personality. 
They had many bitter clashes, and there 
was little doubt of whom Knox was 
speaking when he published In 1558 a 
pamphlet entitled: "First Blast of the 
Trumpet Against the Monstrous Govern- 
ment of Women." 


In this polemic, Knox contended that 


giving authority to women, in church or 


state, is a thing "repugnant to nature, 
contumely to God, and a subversion of 
good order, equity and justice." 


FORTUNATELY FOH women, who 


comprise more than half the church's 
membership, this particular teaching of 
Knox's has long since been repudiated. 
Today women can and do hold office In 
Presbyterian churches, although they 
still suffer, as do women In virtually all 
other denominations, from a good deal of 
residual sexual discrimination and token- 
Ism. 


Knox did not attempt to create a theo- 


logical system of his own. He simply 
took over the Ideas of his mentor, Calvin. 
The distinctive theme of Calvin's theo- 
logy Is the absolute sovereignty of God. 
Calvin was never troubled by the ques- 
tion asked by so many others In the face 
of tragic events: "Why did a loving God 
let this happen?" His answer was that 
God, having created all that Is, Is totally 
free to treat His creatures as He sees fit. 


Calvin went a step further and held 


that each human being is "predestined" 
before birth to be saved or damned. This 
doctrine places God in such a horrible 
light as a cruel manipulator of helpless 
human beings that Presbyterians swept 
It under the rug soon after Calvin's 
death. Today, if mentioned at all, pre- 
destination Is "Interpreted" in terms that 
bear very little resemblance to what Cal- 
vin originally meant. 


IN OTHER AREAS of doctrine, Pres- 


byterian theology today ranges all over 
the spectrum, from rigorous fundamen- 
talism which insists on the verbal in- 
fallibility of the Bible, to wayout liber- 
alism which denies the physical reality 
of Christ's resurrection and reduces God 
to a rather abstract Idea. The vast ma- 
jority of Presbyterians occupy a middle 
ground of rather orthodox Protestant be- 
lief. 


On social Issues, as in doctrine, there 


arc sharp schisms in the Presbyterian 
fold. Again, the range is from stalwart 
political conservatism, which views wel- 
fare payments as a crime against the 
Puritan work ethic, to ardent liberalism 
which seeks to place the church in the 
forefront of the battle against war, dis- 
crimination and poverty. 


Sometimes the strains of internal dis- 


sension become too great, and result In 
the kind of fragmentation that has pla- 
gued Protestantism from Its inception. 
The Civil War produced the greatest split 
among American Presbyterians — one 
that still exists today. Most southern 
Presbyterians belong to a denomination 
about I million members officially known 
as the Presbyterian Church In the United 
Slates. In the rest of the country, the 
major body with some 3,400,000 members 
Is the United Presbyterian Church. 


They periodically talk about merging 


but have never been able to sell the Idea 
to the required majority of their presby- 
teries. 


IN ADDITION, there are eight other 


Presbyterian bodies In this country, 
ranging in size from the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church with 90,000 mem- 
bers to the Associate Presbyterian 
Church of North America, with fewer 
than 500 members. 


Presbyterians attach great importance 


to sccmllness. They take very seriously 
St. Paul's admonition to "Let everything 
be done decently and In order." Their 
passion for propriety is reflected In their 
worship services, which are plain, sim- 
ple and dignified. Like many other 
Protestant denominations, Presbyterians 
have moved in recent years toward a 
richer liturgy, with greater emphasis on 
the service of Holv Communion. But the 
typical Presbyterian service continues 
to be built around "proclamation of the 
Word of God* 'through preaching and 
Bible reading, interspersed with hymns 
and prayers. 


GENERALLY SPEAKING. Presby- 


terian churches draw their constituency 
from the upward-mobile sector of the 
middle class. Even more than Episcopa- 
lians, Presbyterians are "the Estab- 
lishment at prayer." 


The two major Presbyterian bodies are 


among the richest denominations, both in 
terms of their own endowment funds and 
other resources and also in terms of the 
ability of their membership to fork over 
for fund drives. Presbyterian ministers 
are well educated and, by clergy stan- 
dards, unusually well paid. 


In almost any branch of civil govern- 


ment, from a city council to Congress,

'Born of prejudice and ignorance' 


Court to study teacher maternity leave 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. Su- 


preme Court will accept briefs this sum- 
mer in two cases that challenge arbi- 
trary, forced maternity leave for preg- 
nant teachers. 


"The mandatory-leave policy for preg- 


nant teachers was born out of prejudice 
and ignorance," asserted Susan Cohen, a 
social studies teacher in Chesterfield 
County, Va., in her appeal of a lower 
court ruling. She was the nation's first 
teacher to carry her challenge of a man- 
datory maternity leave policy to the 
highest court 


"In a very few instances U has been 


sustained as a matter of convenience," 
her petition said of the maternity policy. 
"It must be viewed for what it truly is, 
an anachronism, and nothing more." 


ALSO PENDING before the Supreme 


Court is an appeal by the Cleveland, 
Ohio, school board from the first appeals 
court decision favorable to teachers in 
the area of maternity leave. 


The two cases repres»Jit a recent wave 


of challenges to school board policies 
that require pregnant teachers to take 
unpaid leave for a specified period of 
time. Other challenges have been raised 
by teachers In Alabama, California, Con- 
necticut, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and Washington state. 


Generally, lawsuits ask the courts to 


guarantee the teachers their equal pro- 
tection rights under the 14th Amendment 
in situations involving forced maternity 
leave, loss of retirement and salary 
benefits, endangered tenure and seniority 
rights and policies relating to reemploy- 
ment after child-birth. 


Providing legal expenses and support 


to the three teachers whose challenges 
have reached the Supreme Court is the 
1.2 million member National Education 
Association, (NBA). 


"Support of teachers In these pending 


cases demonstrates NEA's commitment 
to equal employment for women and Its 
efforts to eliminate discriminatory prac- 
tices against women in employment, per- 
sonnel policies, compensation and promo- 
tion," an NEA spokesman said. 


THE CLEVELAND policy requires a 


pregnant teacher to take an unpaid leave 
of absence five months before the ex- 
pected birth of a child and to continue on 
such status until the beginning of the 
first school term after the baby becomes 
three months old, NEA said. 


In a decision that called the policy "ar- 


bitrary and unreasonable in its over- 
breadth," the Sixth Circuit U.S. Court of 
Appeals hi Cincinnati said: 


"Under no construction of this record 


can we conclude that the medical evi- 
dence presented supports the extended 
periods of mandatory maternity leave re- 
quired by the rule both before and after 
birth of the child." 


The court noted that the policy was es- 


tablished two decades ago for instruc- 
tional continuity, relief of administrative 
problems and because "teachers suffered 
many indignities as a result of preg- 
nancy, which consisted of children point- 
ing, giggling, laughing and making snide 
remarks."

SADDLE RIVER, N.J. - It has been

"I think President Nixon was involved 


because they couldn't of been bugging 
the phones and listening in on plans all 
behind Mr. Nlxons' back." 


"My name Is Vicky!" 
"Discussting." 
"It's the 1972 Nixon capion tampring 


with the 72 Mogovern capaln and all the 
good TV shows off the air.

with Richard Nixon. One said he didn't 
think Nixon should be "empeached", and 
added: "I think McCord should of shut 
his mouth and listened to the President." 
Another wondered why Martha Mitchell 
is making such a fuss. And a third said 
simply: "I think Mlcgovern must have 
something to hide or this hole thing

gate" these days, it is important that we 
make it perfectly clear exactly what we 
mean.

of Watergate terms next to your TV set. 


Watergate Complex — This is a newly

National Security — What we used to

Scorecard — What you can't tell the 


players without. Of course you can't tell 
players with one, either, since there 
aren't any and nobody knows the score 
in the first place. 


Involved — Convicted of, charged with, 


suspected of, reported to be, allegedly or 
perhaps being mixed up with the Water- 
gate controversy. So far this includes ev- 
erybody in the country except Dlc\ 
Clark, the residents of Boys Town, Neb., 
and Harmon Kilebrew. 


White House Aides — The old name for 


the people who worked as President Nix- 
on's assistants. See Occupying Forces. 


Plumbers — So named because they 


were highly paid, and took forever to do 
their job {incompetently, these were the 
men the President's aides charged with 
making America safe for democracy. 
See National Security. 


Executive Privilege — This is the in- 


formal rule that gives 50-year-old gov- 
ernment officials the right to use that 
time-honored retort of two-year-olds ev- 
erywhere: "Won't!" See Executive Pop- 
pycock. Do not see Ervin, Sam 11 you 
know what's good for you. 


DcnlabilHy — When you.ask a friend 


who knows somebody to get you a pair of 
hot hubcaps but insist that he not tell you 
where he got them, you are seeking 
deniability. See What I Don't Know 
Won't Hurt Me. 


Responsibility — What everybody used 


to want but doesn't want any more. See 
Hot Potato. 


Zeal — Something that the Occupying 


Forces have a lot less of than did the 
White House Aides. But then again, they 
do have a lot more judgment. We hope. 


Executive Clemency — The govern- 


mental equivalent of a mother saying, 
"He's such a good boy; I can't believe he 
really meant to do any harm." Used to 
win friends and influence sentences. See 
Bribery. 


Impeachment — In football, this is 


known as being ejected from the game 
as a penalty for violating the rules. And 
in life as in football, everyone is sup- 
posed to follow the rules. See Wishful 
Thinking. 


Immunity — Something like a vaccina- 


tion, this will protect you from con- 
tracting the Watergate Complex. It 
causes some unpleasant side effects, 
however, notably a loss of popularity and 
a lessening of the chances tnat you will 
ever be able to get a job with the Re- 
publicans again. 


CIA — Formerly the nation's in- 


telligence agency, this is now the federal 
government's miscellaneous department. 
Whenever somebody has an odd job they 
need done — like visiting a psychiatrist's 
office at 3 o'clock in the morning or hold- 
ing a wig distribution or guarding the- 
National Security of China — they get 
themselves a CIA man. Also known as 
the Taxi Squad. 


Checks and Balances System — The 


basis of the American form of govern- 
ment, so-called because of the many ex- 
changes of checks and additions to bank 
balances that occur. 


Peace With Honor — The condition

Ho said he 
asked that the barricades be removed 
when he learned of the situation because 
of pending litigation with Preference 
Homes. 


Passolt said that he did not receive 


any complaints from residents about the 
barricades. "I received a call from a 
trustee who hod," he sold. 


Trustee Bill Hcln said yesterday that 


he was Involved in the decision to put the 
barricades up. "The prime reason why 
those barricades were put up is because 
there are a lot of chuckholcs in that 
area," ho said.

Hcln said ho was worried that a car or 


a bicycle might hit one of the chuckholcs 
and go out of control. He said such an 
accident could result In serious injuries. 


"I originally thought it would be a

"I didn't realize how many barricades 
would have to bo used."

fice. 


A Unity spokesman said his firm has 


similar offices in Aurora and Waukcgnn. 


The attorney said that although he did 


not know what effect the mortgage office 
would have on Unity's application, ho 
said it would probably have to be taken 
into consideration. 


"There's no strong controlling guide- 


line," he said. "It might be used in an 
application to relocate in Wheeling. It 
would seem to me It would have to be 
taken into consideration." 


The mortgage service office, which has 


been In operation about four months, is 
not considered as a savings and loan by 
village zoning officials. According to Bill 
Bicbcr, director of building and zoning, 
the branch is classified as a business and 
professional office. 


"THEY HAVE A one-man office," Bio- 


bcr said. "It docs not handle any money, 
any payments or anything like that, so it 
comes under professional offices." 


Zoning for savings and loan associ- 


ations became an Issue earlier this 
month when Pioneer Savings and Loan 
applied for permits to construct their 
new facility at the corner of Dundee and 
George roads. 


Bicbcr Interpreted the zoning codes, 


which only provide for "banks," to ex- 
clude savings and loan associations. Ac- 
cording to this Interpretation, there 
would be no classification for savings 
and loan assolatlons in the village codes. 


The zoning board earlier this week, 


however, instructed village officials to in- 
terpret the word "banks" to mean all 
financial Institutions. This ruling allows 
Pioneer to apply for building permits to 
begin construction. 


The new ruling will also allow Unity to 


expand its operations in the village if it 
gets approval from the state savings and 
loan commission. 


DURING THE ZONING hearing, the 


attorney representing Pioneer said his 
clients ore objecting to the Unity reloca- 
tion because of Its proximity to the new 
Pioneer facility. 


Attorney Carlton Lohrentz. said that 


Unity is a $150 million corporation while 
Pioneer is only a $5& million concern. 
"It might virtually wipe us off the map," 
he said. 


Lynch sold that Unity would require 


the approval of the savings and loan 
commission to relocate in Wheeling.

November completion in forecast 
Dundee Road work ahead of schedule 


by JOE FRANZ 


With a little luck, motorists may be 


spared the inconvenient and sometimes 
dangerous task of traveling on Dundee 
Road through Buffalo Grove and Wheel- 
ing by November. 


Al Slfrer, project engineer for the Illi- 


nois Division of Highways said the wid- 
ening and paving of Dundee Road to four 
lanes between Elmhurst Road and 111. 
Rte. 53 is ahead of schedule. The state 
had set a completion date of July of next 
year, but Sifrer said if all goes well con- 
struction could be completed by this No- 
vember. 


Slfrer said weather will be a major 


factor In determining if the project is 
completed on time. He said a lot of rain 
could cause the loss of workdays, this 
delaying completion of the project. 


ANOTHER FACTOR that could delay 


construction is a shortage of concrete. 
Sifrer said he did not know what was 
causing the shortage or how seriously it 
would affect construction. Since work- 
men are still grading the land and have 
not yet started pouring the pavement, 
there have been no problems in this 
area. 


A spokesman for Greco Contractors 


Inc., the contractor doing the road work, 
said work crews are working six days a 
week and overtime in an attempt to fin- 
ish the project early. 


The state contract for the project pro- 


vides no bonus to Greco If the project is 
completed early, Sifrer said. A penalty, 
however, is assessed to the contractor if 
the project is completed later than the 
date agreed on. 


BUFFALO GROVE Police Chief Harry 


0. Walsh, said although he did not have 
traffic accident statistics available, he 
does not think the number of accidents 
on Dundee Road has increased substan- 
tially since the repairs began. "I think 
people are more conscious of the acci- 
dents because they see the construction 
equipment out there," he said. 


Walsh said he would compile a list of 


Dundee Road traffic statistics since the 
first of the year and release them later 
this week. 


Buffalo Grove Police have talked to 


workmen on Dundee Road in an attempt 
to assure that every possible safety pre- 
caution is taken, Walsh said. Sifrer con- 
firmed this, adding, "To my knowledge 
there should not be an excessive number 
of accidents on the road due to the con- 
struction." 


Prior to the start of construction the 


speed limit on Dundee Road was 50 
m.p.h. through Buffalo Grove. Sifrer said 
the current speed limit on the road is 
regulated by workmen. He said during 
the day motorists are kept at about 13 
m.p.h. with the speed increasing in the 
evening and night hours. 


STATE OFFICIALS said the speed lim- 


it on Dundee Road will be raised to 45 
m.p.h. after the road is widened. 


The $2.5 million project also calls for 


the realignment of Buffalo Grove and Ar- 
lington Heights roads south of Dundee 
Road. Both roads will be rerouted to 
meet the already existing extensions on 
the north side of Dundee Road. 


The realignment of the two roads is 


expected to eliminate two bottlenecks 
which hamper through traffic. Officials 
said this will be the last phase of the • 
project.

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Work to begin 
in fall on golf 
course reservoir 


Work is scheduled this fail on the con- 


struction of a retention reservoir on the 
Arlington Country Club Golf Course, Buf- 
falo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel Larson 
said yesterday. 


Larson made a plea to the Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District Board yesterday to 
advertise for bids on the construction 
work so the basin can be completed by 
an April IS, 1974 deadline, set by country 
club owners. 


MSD General Supt. Bart Lynam had 


originally suggested the district delay 
approval of on agreement until Aug. IS, 
with the state department of trans- 
portation and the Village of Buffalo 
Grove. He also urged the delay on adver- 
tising for bids on the construction work. 


LYNAM SUGGESTED the delay so 


MSD Trustee James C. Kirle could re- 
view the project before its approval. 
Klrlo did not attend yesterday's meeting 
because of personal business. 


However, later yesterday Lynam said 


he would suggest the board go ahead 
with the approval. 


The basin will take six months to build, 


MSD engineers estimate. Larson told the 
board "the work can begin Oct. 15 and 
must be completed by April IS." He said 
that MSD approval this week is "impera- 
tive" to get construction work under way 
In October. 


LARSON SAID the Illinois General As- 


sembly appropriation of $105,000 for the 
project had not been vetoed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 


Originally the state was to have con- 


tributed $130,000 to the cost of the reser- 
voir construction. Larson told the Herald 
the $25,000 shortage will be made up by 
the village out of motor fuel tax rebates. 


The reservoir will hold 50 acre-feet of 


water. An acre-foot Is a measure of vol- 
ume equal to an area one-acre in'size 
one foot deep. 


The basin will provide drainage for 300 


homes In the older section of Buffalo 
Grove, as well as helping flooding prob- 
lems down stream in Wheeling, by hold- 
Ing back water during heavy storms. It 
Is also needed to drain the widened sec- 
tion of Dundee Road, which is under con- 
struction. 


THE VILLAGE of Buffalo Grove held 


up work on the road widening for four 
years until the drainage requirement 
was met, Larson said. He said the state 
division of highways has spent $250,000 
Installing four miles of sewers to drain 
Dundee Road in construction with the ba- 
sin. 


The MSD will spend $120,000 of its 


money on the construction of the reser- 
voir, which is expected to cost $241,108. 


Buffalo Grove has contributed $97,000 


to engineering work on the project, 
storm sewer improvements and legal 
fees. 


Blood panel, slates drive 
for village on Aug. 12 


The Buffalo Grove' Blood Donor Com- 
mission is planning a blood drive Aug. 
12. 


The commission was appointed by the 


village board several months ago after 
the village board tentatively agreed to 
join several other communities In a guar- 
anteed blood replacement program con- 
ducted by the North Suburban Associ- 
ation of Health Resources (NSAHR). The 
board plans to sign a contract with the 
NSAHR prior to the drawing. 


The NSAHR program provides free 


blood replacement anywhere in the coun- 
try for all residents of the participating 
community if 4 per cent of Its residents 
donate one pint of blood each year. Buf- 
falo Grove's population Is about 18,000 at 
present, so about 720 pints of blood would 
be needed each year. 
' 


Although the eventual community com- 


mitment is 4 per cent of the village, the 
free blood replacement program goes 
Into effect as soon as one-half of one per 
cent of the residents have donated. The 
community must then donate blood at a 
rote of one per cent each quarter. 


JOEL JOHNSON, director of donor re- 


cruitment for the North Suburban Blood 
Center (NSBC), which Is administering 
the blood drive, recently told the blood 
donor commission the village as a whole 
Is already covered under the program, 


This Is due to donating 106 pints of blood 
through various village organizations. 


In addition to the village program, 


there is also one for community organi- 
zations. It operates the some way, except 
that a pint of blood must be donated by 
20 per cent of Its members each year in 
order for every member of the organiza- 
tion to be eligible. The blood donated to- 
ward the organization also counts toward 
the village goal. 


Members of the commission said the 


degree of participation by local organiza- 
tions is "the backbone of the program." 


Johnson said If for some reason the vil- 


lage or community falls short of the re- 
quirement, individuals who have donated 
blood are eligible even though the village 
or organization as a whole is not. The 
program also covers the Immediate fam- 
ilies of those who donate. 


JOHNSON SAID blood programs in 


other communities have been successful. 
He said that before the NSBC programs 
were started there was a serious short- 
age of blood In the northwest suburbs. 
"Since the program was started we have 
never hod to go out of the system for 
blood," he said. "That's a pretty signifi- 
cant accomplishment In two years." 


Persons who are eligible under the pro- 


gram will be given as much blood as

Blonde takes law enforcement job 
Police just get prettier 9n9 prettier

Two months ago Karen Jarlabka was 


just a pretty blonde with a college de- 
gree in elementary education and no 
prospects for a job. 


But instead of going the route of others 


in her position and taking just any job, 
she went to work for the Buffalo Grove 
Police Department. Starting next week 
Karen will be a full time radio operator. 


That part of Karen's story is simple 


enough, but it's when she starts to tell 
how she went from prospective school 
teacher to badge wearer that the real 
tale begins. 


"Before last summer I was going to be 


a teacher and I was just nothing towards 
police work. I certainly didn't have any- 
thing against policemen, but I just never 
thought about police work," she ex- 
plained with an infectious smile and her 
green eyes sparkling. 


"Then I began dating a policeman. He 


was just super dedicated and enthusias- 
tic and as I dated him I began to get 
really Interested in it. I'd call him up 
and ask "What did you do today?' I 
thought it was really exciting." she said. 


AT THE END of that summer Karen 


went back to her senior year at Illinois 
State University in Normal, but her fas- 
cination with police work remained. 


"I didn't do much about it until Janua- 


ry, and then one day I was sitting in my 


apartment, alone, and I was still watch- 
Ing police cars go by with stars in my 
eyes. So I decided to call the police de- 
partment in Normal to see If they needed 
any part time help." 


She was in luck. The department told 


her a girl had just quit a part-time job 
the day before. Karen then worked for 
two months as a Violations Bureau Clerk, 
handling ticket processing, phone calls, 
complaints and other miscellaneous 
duties. She had to quit, however, in order 
to do her student teaching for a teaching 
certification. 


After graduation, she began looking for 


a job as an elementary school teacher 
but the teacher market was closed. "I 
really gave it the old college try. I 
contacted schools all over the area. I 
went as far north as Wauconda, but 
there just was nothing," she said. 


"Then I went to an employment agen- 


cy and we had the hardest time finding 
me a job. I'm not the type of person who 
likes to sit at a desk quietly. I like jobs 
that are exciting." 


KAREN FINALLY decided to try police 


work again. When she called the Buffalo 
Grove department and talked to Police 
Chief Harry Walsh about a job opening, 
a funny coincidence occurred. 


As she and the chief talked, they real- 


ized they took courses at Harper College 
together a few years ago. "He was tak- 
ing law enforcement courses and as it 


turned out we were in the same geology 
course. We were lab partners!" she said 
with an astonished grin. 


After applying for the job and having 


a final interview with the chief and Vil- 
lage Magr. Dan Larson, Karen was 
hired. She has been training for the job 
since July 9. 


BEFORE BEING HIRED, Karen and 


the chief discussed some.of the problems 
which she might encounter as a young, 
attractive woman working in a pre- 
dominately male police department. 


"He told me he didn't want to have 


people lurking around the radio room," 
she said. 


But Karen has had experience before 


with working around a lot of men when 
she pumped gas at a service station one 
summer. She had no problems handling 
that situation and foresees no problems 
In the department. 


Karen also is not the only women radio 


dispatcher in the department. Betty 
dispatcher in the department. Betty 
Armstrong has been a radio operator in 
Buffalo Grove for eight years. 


A L T H O U G H EXTREMELY enthu- 


siastic about her new job, Karen does 
regret not being able to teach. "Teach- 
ing was always my dream and I love 
children," she said, "but you've just got 
to find other things." 


As a radio operator, Karen will handle 


incoming calls and will dispatch squad 


cars and ambulances as they are needed, 
as well as handling a variety of other 
tasks. 


She has already had some discussions 


with the chief about the possibility of her 
going on to become a police officer in the 
future. In an expanding village like Buf- 
falo Grove there probably will be a need 
for a woman officer some day, and Ka- 
ren said "I hope to be first in line when 
there is." 


Still, however, she is not completely 


sure she would want to be a policewoman. 
and is content for the moment to see how 
she likes her new job. She is also plan- 
ning on taking some law enforcement 
courses. 


ANOTHER DIFFICULT ASPECT of 


the job, to which Karen has already ad- 
justed, is working night and evening 
hours. At the moment she is working the 
11 p.m. to 7 a.m. shift and she said it 
only took her two days to adjust to that 


"The 
late-night hours really 


don't bother me. I got used to that in 
college," she said. 


With her training period almost over,. 


Karen said she is confident she will love 
the job. 


"I love it now, and I am really, really 


impressed with the men who are in the 
department," she said. "The thing about 
police work is that there's always some- 
thing different going on. And you find out 
so much about life."

Arlington Heights detectives Dick Rob- 


inson and Guy Harms said Rudy dis- 
appeared from the small eastern Ohio 
town on or shortly before July 2. Offi- 
cials of the Bonded Oil and Refining Co. 
said Rudy did not report for work and 
tho shortage was discovered the same 
day. 


A MISSING-PERSON report was filed 


on Rudy on July 10. A warrant for his 
arrest on on embezzlement charge was 
sworn out with tho sheriff's department 
of Auglalzo County, Ohio, at the same 
time. 


Rudy was under treatment for amnesia 


at Northwest Community Hospital until 
Into Wednesday, when ho was released to 
Arlington Heights police. 


Rudy made no acknowledgement when 


police Informed him of his real name and 
tho charges facing him. Ho still denied 
any memory of anything before July 3, 
police said. 


Police said Rudy was "down In the 


dumps" since his return to tho police sta- 
tion.

Time is running out for Buffalo Grove 


teenagers to register with the teen em- 
ployment center for summer jobs. 


The center, which has been operating 


out of the village hall since the beginning 
of the summer, will be closing down 
around the first or second week of Au- 
gust. 


According to Brian Teel, one of the 


program supervisors, jobs are still com- 
ing in to the center, although at a slower 
pace than at the beginning of the sum- 
mer. 


Teenagers must fill out an information 


sheet at the center and pay a $1 registra- 
tion fee in order to register for jobs. 


So far, 136 teenagers have registered 


at the center, and 145 jobs have been 
filled. Only 16 teenagers have not been 
placed yet in any jobs, and some of these 
were contacted about jobs but could not 
accept them for one reason or another, 
according to Teel. 


The center, which has been operating 


over the age of 16 have been placed in 


MOST OP THE Jobs which the center 


has handled so far have been part-time 
or one-time jobs, although 14 teenagers 
over the age of 16 have been placed in 
full-time summer jobs. 


The teens have been placed in jobs as 


caddies, window-washers, wall-washers, 
baby sitters, and mother's helpers. Other 
jobs have included lawn work jobs, iron- 
Ing jobs, crossing guard jobs, and garage 
cleaning jobs. 


Teel said the program has basically 


aimed to serve the teenagers under 16, 
although older teenagers have been 
placed either in full-time or second jobs. 


He said the youngest teenagers have 


been the hardest to place. Around 40 
teenagers from this age group will work 
on their first job next Thursday when the 
center sponsors a giant car wash. 


The car wash will be held behind the 


Cooper Junior High School and tickets 
for it will be sold in advance. A car wash 
will cost $1.50 and a wash and wax will 
cost $3.50. 


Teel said the center will close in early 


August because when the program was 
operated last summer it was discovered 
that the number of jobs coming into the 
center decreased rapidly afound that 
time.

Schools don't want lunch

A representative of two DCS Plaines

Ward made the initial con- 
tact with River Trails Dlst. 26, which has 
extra hot lunch facilities and could pro- 
vide a food service to two Des Plaines 
schools.

New law used to keep 
track of shopping carts 


Shopping carts are posing problems for 


local (tore operators but steps are being 
taken to control the handy receptacles. 


At least that's what a recently adopted 


ordinance In Elk Grove Village is sup- 
posed to insure. At the request of several 
local merchants who had been losing too 
many of their shopping carts, the village 
board set a fine of not less than $10 and 
not more than $300 for persons caught 
'•removing shopping carts from the store 
promises. 


Grocery, hardware and drug stores In 


'the area who use shopping carts and 
make them available to their customers 
have been asked to post signs and no- 
tices In their stores Informing customers 
of the now ordinance. 


One local merchant in support of Ordi- 


nance 889 Is Ray Rood, president of the 
IGA Elk Grove Finer Foods, 49 Park and 
Shop Shopping Center. He hopes the ordi- 
nance will offer relief for the shopping 
cart problem. 


"Stores are constantly having to re- 


place lost carts valued at $30-$40 each. 
Our store has lost an average of 30 carts 
in a 12-month period," be said. 


ALTHOUGH SOME displaced carts 


have been retrieved through reports 
phoned In by residents, many of them 
have been found destroyed and used pre- 
sumably as go-carts, Rood said. 


"Baskets have been found with the bot- 


tom frame and the wheels missing, and 
parts of the carts have been found to be 
clipped off with wire clippers," he said. 


With signs posted In the store Inform- 


ing customers of the ordinance, it will 
hopefully curtail the theft or damage of 
the shopping carts. 


"It's a nuisance to have to go after 


those carts and retrieve them, and It's a 
nuisance for people to have to call and 
report them," Rood said. 


MARTY LOVGREN, assistant man- 


ager of Ace Hardware, 1020 Grove Mall 
In Elk Grovo Village, agreed that trying 
to retrieve lost shopping carts is both- 
ersome and sometimes "impossible." 


"Usually, once a cart It taken from the 


premises, It's gone. We've lost about 20 
carts In the last three years. Kids will 
ride in them and'bang them up, and 


dump them in the swamp area behind 
the shopping center. They're filling that 
now so it won't be so bad," he said. 


Knowing that they will be penalized for 


taking the carts out of the shopping area, 
most people will probably be more care- 
ful, Lovgren said. 


BONNIE SENNATT, a checker at 


High-Low Food Store in ttib Grove Mall, 
said they haven't had too much trouble 
with shopping carts because not many 
people take them from the area. 


"The new ordinance will probably help 


keep carts confined to the area If it's 
enforced properly, and hopefully it will 
be," she said. 


Arlington Heights has had a similar 


shopping cart ordinance in effect for the 
past three months and some Arlington 
Heights merchants have found it quite 
effective. 


DON MARTIN, grocery manager for 


the Jewel Food Store at 122 N. Vail, Ar- 
lington Heights, said his store hasn't lost 
any carts since the ordinance went into 
effect. 


"We had been losing 70 to 80 carts a 


year before the ordinance was adopted. I 
don't know what it will be like now, but 
by the looks of things so far, we aren't 
going to be losing as many anymore," he 
said. 


Arlington's National Food Store, 212 W. 


Northwest Hwy., reported only a few 
carts had been missing In the past three 
months but not as many as had been sto- 
len before. 


The store's assistant manager, Ron 


Raehbein, said, "We used to lose about 
IS carts In a three-month period before 
the ordinance was put into effect. In 
the three month period since it's been 
effective, we've been missing about 10 
carts. We've got the ordinance informa- 
tion posted on the handles of all carts, 
so the people should know about it." 


Fay Bishop, deputy clerk at the Elk 


Grovo Village clerk's office, said many 
of the local merchants were becoming 
concerned with the expenses of replacing 
lost or damaged shopping carts. 


"Since it is similar to the Arlington 


Heights ordinance it will hopefully do the 
trick," she said.

Elk Grove Village's Police Department 


may soon be using a motorcycle to more 
effectively cope with high density traffic 
and accident rates in the area. 


Bids from several major motorcycle 


companies are being considered by the 
department this morning. Earliest ap- 
proval of the department's plan would be 
at the village board's Tuesday night 
meeting. 


"The feasibility and necessity of a solo 


motorcycle is absolute. Economically, we 


would have a much more potent force in 
utilizing solo motorcycles, said Lt. Wil- 
liam Kohnke of the Elk Grove Village 
Police Department. 


The department has had a three-wheel 


motorcycle in service for nine years. 
Used basically for parking lot enforce- 
ment, the cycle is aging and needs to be 
replaced. 


"The department feels that solo mo- 


torcycles would be more beneficial to us 
than the three-wheel cycle or than anoth- 
er patrol car," he said. 


CHIEF HARRV JENKINS of the Elk 


Grove Village police department agreed, 
saying, "I'm in accord with the idea 
completely. It has advantages over 
squad cars and three-wheel motorcycles 
because they are more maneuverable." 


A squad car gets only eight to nine 


miles to -a gallon of gas, but a mo- 
torcycle can get 40 to 50 miles per gallon. 
Also, the squad cars use up their dealer's 
guarantees the first month they are in 
use, and need to be traded in every six 
months because of the abuse they take. 


With a high maintenance cost and under 
strenuous use, anywhere from 40,000 to 
50,000 miles are put on a squad car in a 
six-month period. 


The depreciation on a cycle Is much 


less than it is on a squad car and Is kept 
in use for at least five years with limited 
and relatively inexpensive maintenance, 
Kohnke said.

patrol, in patrol of parks and tho Indus- 
trial park area, in small congested apart- 
ment complex areas, and for security 
checks around buildings in tho village 
during tho day and at night.

In a 24-hour operation, Underwriters 


Salvage Co. of Chicago revives anything 
from slabs of peanut butter to caskets. 


Salvage from Midwestern industrial, 


business and personal catastrophes gath- 
ers and exchanges hands at the com- 
pany's 150,000 square-feet of office, ware- 
house and storage space at 1400 Busse 
Rd. in Elk Grove Village. 


More than 1,000 different itens are han- 


dled by the company for sale each year, 
In addition to 2,000 items sold by six oth- 
er branch offices in midwestern states. 


The company Is owned by 47 major in- 


surance firms and Is a service organiza- 
tion for any Insurance company as it dis- 
poses salvage for them. 


THE ONLY OTHER company like Un- 


derwriters Salvage Company of Chicago 
is the Underwriters Salvage Co. of New 
York, which serves only the coastal area 
states. 


The salvage the company acquires can 


come from an individual loss of one item 
or a $600,000 men's clothing store loss. 
The salvage is usually the remains of a 
firo, flood or truck collision where the 
insured party with proper insurance cov- 
erage is reimbursed for the loss. The still 
uscablc items are turned over to Under- 
writers Salvage by the insurance com- 
pany for resale, from which Under- 
writers receives a 10 per cent commis- 
sion and the insurance company Is par- 
tially reimbursed. 


"We serve a dual purpose," said Har- 


old Junge, president of the firm. "By 
reimbursing the insurance companies we 
help to keep the premium rates stable 
and low for people insured. We also offer 
tho resale of these salvageable items to 
wholesale buyers and the common indi- 
vidual buyer at a terrific reduction." 


There are various methods by which 


tho company disposes of salvage that 
comes In almost daily — and unpredlc- 
tably. 


"SPECIFIC BUYERS who buy whole- 


sale are kept In our records and wo call 
or contact them when something comes 
in that we know they will be Interested 
in. If they submit their bids on written 
forms that we consider, it's a scaled bid. 
If they come to inspect the items and 
talk over the price with us, we negotiate. 
Either way, it's a wholesale situation," 
said Jungc.

The wholesale method of depossesslon 


comprises the largest percentage of the 
company's sales. Negotiations make up 
50 per cent of their sales and sealed bids 
comprise 39 per cent. 


Few store buyers or manufacturers 


concern themselves with the retail store 
adjoining the company's main offices 
and warehouse. The Village Store pro- 
vides five per cent of the company's 
sales of salvage, but more important, 
provides Northwest suburban residents 
with the opportunity to buy many kinds 
of items at reduced prices. 


Depending upon the desirability and 


the condition of the item, it will be put on 
sale In the retail store. Most of the gro- 
cery staple Items ore reduced 25 per cent 
from their original price, whereas any 
other items are reduced anywhere from 
50 to 60 per cent. 


FRED GARVIN, the company's vice 


president, said, "I don't think people re- 
alize that this retail store is available 
here for them. Most of the items are not 
damaged, and the ones that are have 
very little damage, so the price is right." 


A method in which the store buyers, 


manufacturers and the individual may 
all participate in buying salvage goods is 
the company's regular public auctions 
the third Wednesday each month in the 
warehouse. 


The volumes of any one lot or sale 


item can range from a single wrist 
watch to $10 million worth of watches. 


"The manufacturers and store buyers 


who come to bid for the lots are more 
interested in the items that come in 
large volumes. The individuals or fami- 
lies bid for the items that are single, like 
one freezer or one television," Gurvin 
said.

goods are very much the same as they' 
would be in the store or In a wholesale 
situation — very low. 


"We've had large electrical appliances, 


any kind of tool, expensive coats — 
many things go for ridiculously low 
prices.

ROWS OF CLOTHING, appliances', 


machines, tools, jewelry and toys are 
stocked in the company's warehouse. A 
large freezer area is also contained in 
the warehouse where frozen foods that 
have been recovered from warehouse or 
grocery store fires before they have de- 
frosted have been recovered to be resold. 


The state and local health departments 


keep a close check on the food items that 
come into the warehouse to make sure 
they are still safe for human con- 
sumption. Food is sold as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


Also under close inspection by the 


health department and the federal liquor 
commission is a high-security area of the 
warehouse where beer, hard liquor and 
wine products are kept. 


These beverages and liquors, salvaged 


from fires and floods in places like liquor 
stores or bars, are held in embargo dur- 
ing an immediate inspection. Delabeled 
bottles and beverages not fit for con- 
sumption are discarded.

While the rest of us are sweltering in 


the steamy mid-July temperatures, some 
people have found a way to beat the heat 
— they just go out to the backyard and 
take a dip in the lake. 


And while the rest of us roll down the 


windows of the car or pedal our bikes 
furiously to keep cool, these folks simply 
raise the sails on their boats and go out 
for a spin. 


Lake Geneva? Crystal Lake? Nope; 


it's right here In Palatine. It's known as 
Spinnaker Cove, some 40 homes clus- 
tered around a 12-acre lake in the north- 
east corner of the village. 


The relatively new neighborhood — it 


was started just four years ago — is lik- 
ened to a year-round resort — swim- 
ming, sailing and fishing in the summer 
and ice skating and snowmoblling in the 
winter. "It's a great way to live," said 
Rosanne Willman, relaxing in the sun be- 
hind her home at 1228 Carpenter Dr. 


IT'S SO GREAT, in fact, that "last 


year, my husband said that living here, 
there's no need for a vacation," Mrs. 
Willman said. (They took one anyway.) 


Virginia Lake, which began as a 


spring-fed pond and was later deepened 
and expanded for recreation, is the focal 
point of the subdivision, and the reason 
most families decided to settle there. 


"There's atmosphere here," said Flor- 


ence Nestmam, 1212 Carpenter Dr. 
"Even if you don't swim, I think the at- 
mosphere is nice." 


For those who do swim, the lake is 


similar in some ways to a swimming. 
pool: It's warm and clean (without the 
need for expensive filtering systems). 
And in some ways, it's even better than 
a pool: No matter how many people are 
In it, it's never crowded, and besides, 12- 
year-old Rlchele Soja, 837 Williams Dr., 
adds practically, "you don't have to 
wear a bathing cap." 


With a lake too, comes boating and 


fishing, and nearly every home is com- 
plemented by a dock and sailboat. Some 
even have two boats. 


"You know how the saying used to go 


— a one-car family," said one resident 
"Then it was a two-car family. Well, 
now there are some families with two 
boats." 


Sailing enthusiasts in the neighborhood

need for something there. We are willing 
to cooperate to expedite the matter. The 
cost is secondary to the benefits derived 


from a stoplight. That Is a hazardous in- 
tersection, and we will cooperate on any- 
thing to help."

Loose balconies 
laid to lack of

couldn't bo ordered even It It might have 
been justified. 


Of all tho problems that have arisen 


surrounding the city balcony predica- 
ment, the inspection — or lack of In- 
spection — may be the worst. 


There are two other apartment com- 


plexes In the city where wooden bal- 
conies exist. They are Meadow Trace 
and King's Walk apartments. Like the 
balconies at Three Fountains and Algon- 


quin, tho other two complexes' balconies 
were built before the city adopted in 1970 
a fire and safety codo requiring steel 
construction of balconies. 


THE FACT THAT structural 
and 


maintenance repairs were needed at at 
least two complexes wasn't made aware 
to the city until two near-accidents. Aid. 
Daniel Weber (4th) indicated Monday at 
a building committee meeting that balco- 
ny problems may be arising next at 
Meadow Trace where he said he found 
loose and shaking railings and rotted 
and missing floorboards. 


When the committee asked Building 


and Zoning Officer Sverre Haug if his 
department had made an inspection of 
all balconies in the city, Haug admitted 
he hadn't. Inspections take time and a 
two-man building Inspection department 
can't devote all its time — or at least the 
time It would take to do the job correctly 
— to checking balconies, Haug said. 


Since the city can't do much to elimi- 


nate the wooden balconies it has, it would 
seem the only way to protect the hun- 
dreds of apartment residents from pos- 
sible hazardous balconies is by regular 
city inspections.

The lowest-paid man In the department 


will, with the pending contract, earn an 
hourly rate of $4.10, compared with $3.43 
under the current scale. Local 2041, 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes, AFL-CIO, rep- 
resenting the employes, initially asked 
for $5.60 per hour starting salary for the 
lowest-paid job starting maintenance 
man. 


The contract provides $5.91 for a fully 


experienced person in the highest-paid 
job classification, a top level mechanic. 
No man in the department currently 
would qualify for that rate, since none in 
that job class have worked four years 
seniority for the village.

stantially with tho new contract. Em- 
p l o y o s currently receive tlme-ond- 
n-qunrtcr for overtime work in all but 
emergency calls. For emergency calls 
and holidays, they are paid time-and- 
a-half. 


The new policy would pay time-and- 


a-half for all overtime, plus regular pay 
if the overtime Is on a holiday.

"I wanted to learn sign language and 


don't really mind coming to this school. 
It's important for people to be able to 
talk to one another and learn from one 
another," said Todd. 


"I thought I was the one that was go- 


ing to help the other kids. Instead they 
helped me learn how to finger spcH and 
listen to people with more than my ears. 


"When you talk to a deaf person you 


look at more than the hand sign lan- 
guage to find out what they feel. Now I 
do that with my other friends also," said 
Todd. 


Feelings, especially feelings about one- 


self, are talked about and acted out in 
school. 


MRS. DIANE BOWYER, psychologist 


working with the deaf children, said a 
teaching aid often used in the class is a 
set of hand puppets whose star Is 
"Duso." 


The deaf children enact skits that 


hopefully help them work out problems 
faced by both deaf and normal children. 
"Like realizing that you don't have to be 
perfect," said Mrs. Bowyer. 


Mrs. Sandy Taenzer, coordinator of the

Mount Prospect's proposed new com- 


muter parking facilities will have to be 
open to everyone and not Just village 
residents, as some village officials had 
hoped. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy said 


yesterday that there can bo no restric- 
tions placed on the lot's use because it 
will be funded In port by state and feder- 
al money. Epplcy had been considering a 
monthly lease arrangement of spaces as 
a means to permit only village residents 
to use the lot. 


The new parking spaces, if funds are 


allocated by the state transportation de- 
portment, will bo located on land adja- 
cent to Busse Florists, north of the rail- 
road tracks and cost of Elm Street.

Amnesia victim wanted for embezzling

"Joe Neff," the amnesia victim who 


had the Arlington Heights police stymied 
for 10 days, has been identified as Orville 
Joseph Rudy of Wapakoneta, Ohio, by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


Police said a finger print check by the 


FBI revealed Rudy is being sought by 
Ohio authorities in connection with a 
$1,700 shortage from a Wapakoneta oil 
firm. 


Arlington Heights detectives Dick Rob- 


inson and Guy Karma said Rudy dis- 
appeared from the small eastern Ohio 
town on or shortly before July 2. Offi- 
cials of the Bonded Oil and Refining Co. 
said Rudy did not report for work and 
the shortage was discovered the same 
day. 


A MISSING-PERSON report was filed 


on Rudy on July 10. A warrant for his 
arrest on an embezzlement charge was 
sworn out with the sheriff's department 
of Auglaize County, Ohio, at the same' 
time. 


Rudy was under treatment for amnesia 


at Northwest Community Hospital until 
late Wednesday, when he was released to 
Arlington Heights police. 


Rudy made no acknowledgement when 


police Informed him of his real name and

the charges facing him. He still denied 
any memory of anything before July 3, 
police said. 


Police said Rudy was "down in the 


dumps" since his return to the police sta- 
tion. His reactions to his plight and cir- 
cumstances was generally 
apathetic, 


they said. 


JACK RYON, hospital spokesman, de- 


clined'to comment on Rudy's condition 
or to speculate on whether the amnesia 
could have been feigned. However, it was 
learned from reliable sources that con- 
tinued psychiatric treatment and in- 


stitutlonalization was recommended for 
Rudy. 


Rudy is being held at the Arlington 


Heights police station awaiting a formal 
warrant from Ohio. He has waived extra- 
dition proceedings and is expected to be 
transported to Ohio within a day or two, 
according to the detectives assigned to 
the case. 


RUDY FIRST came to the attention of 


the police July 8 when he walked into the 
station contending he had lost his memo- 
ry. He said he believed his name to be 
"Joe Neff," because of a receipt for a 
room at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel 
made out to that name. 


Police held Rudy while preliminary 


checks were made to establish his identi- 
ty.. It was learned he checked in the hotel 
on July 3 under the Neff alias. It was 
later learned he had stayed for two days 
at a Dolton, III., motel under the name 
Bob Neff prior to coming to Arlington 
Heights. 


Police said Rudy had no car and have 


been unable to determine how he came 
to the Chicago area. 


Police and hospital personnel said 


Rudy appeared 
genuinely concerned 


about his condition and apparently tried 
to cooperate in finding his real identity.

The Prospect Heights Education Asso- 


ciation (PHEA) negotiating team this 
week rejected a 3.1 per cent salary in- 
crease offered by the Prospect Heights 
Dist. 23 school board. 


Representatives of the teacher's bar- 


gaining agency and the school board met 
Wednesday night to discuss proposals on 
salary increases and fringe benefits. 


Ken Bates, PHEA negotiator, told the 


board negotiating team that his associ- 
ation considered the salary proposal 
"unacceptable." The teachers are asking 
for a 5.S per cent cost of living increase. 


Under the board proposal, the base pay 


for beginning teachers would be $7,750, a 
$209 increase over the current starting 
salary. The board also offered to in- 
crease group term life insurance from 
$2,000 to $5,000 with the board paying for 
the premiums. 


ALTHOUGH THE PHEA rejected the 


salary proposal, teachers 
tentatively 


agreed to accept the board's insurance 
offer. 


Another point of contention between the 


two teams was the PHEA's request that 
three reading specialists be hired for 
Dist.

Although Bates said teachers rated stu-

On the inside 
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Auto Mart — 
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And Metro Scavnnger finds it 
Loophole in refuse laws 
big enough for a truck

The Metro Scavenger Service of Chi- 


cago has succeeded in doing what many 
others have longed for — It found a loop- 
hole In the village's refuse regulations 
big enough to drive a truck through. 


Every resident and businessman in Ar- 


lington Heights knows that the Lascko 
Disposal Co. has the exclusive privilege 
of collecting garbage In the village, both 
d o m e s t i c and commercial. Right? 
Wrong. 


An out-of-court settlement between 


Metro Scavenger and the village, is per- 
mitting the out-of-town disposal company 
;o haul away scrap building materials 
from the construction site at Northwest 
Community Hospital, 800 W. Central Rd. 


Metro had filed a lawsuit against the 


village, claiming that its contract with 
tho George Sollltt construction company, 
tho general contractor for the hospital 
addition, allowed it to pick up all build- 
Ing materials from Sollltt projects. 


BUT VILLAGE ordinances make room 


for only one scavenger and for years that 
has been the Lascko company. However 
i search of the village code reveals thcro 
Is a built-in exception, of sorts, for build- 
ers. 


Section 10-217 gives builders the option 


of contracting with tho village-designated 
scavenger, or hauling away his own con- 
struction materials. Quote: 


"Refuse accumulated from tho oper- 


ation of lot cleaning or clearing and 
building contractor's refuse caused by

building, rebuilding or otherwise altering 
a building or structure shall be removed 
by the person or building contractor per- 
forming such work, except that the Vil- 
lage Waste Disposal Contractor may re- 
move such waste materials at a charge 
based upon an agreement between the 
parties." 


METRO, AS SUBCONTRACTOR to the 


Sollltt construction company, maintained 
that it was in effect an arm of the build- 
Ing contractor described in the ordi- 
nance, and therefore was entitled to haul 
the debris. 


Tho village, in an out of court settle- 


ment, agreed. 


No other contractors yet have seen fit 


to follow tho lead taken by Metro and 
Sollltt, though commercial interests often 
have complained that Lasekc's com- 
mercial charges are significantly higher 
than those offered by other companies. 


Arlington Heights Village Atty. Jack 


Slcgcl said the settlement applied only to 
Metro and only at the hospital site. 


"This was Just a moans of settling that 


particular lawsuit," Siegel said. 


ASKED ABOUT the possibility of other 


companies also taking advantage of the 
ordinance loophole, he sold, "Someday, I 
Imagine, we'll have to stand and fight." 
Sicgcl said he was authorized by the vil- 
lage board to settle tho case out of court. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said he had 


no Immediate recommendation that the 
ordinance be amended so as to preclude 
future outside hauling contracts. 


A spokesman for the Laseke Disposal 


Co. said the exclusivity of the contract 
with Arlington Heights is important to 
the efficient operation of the company. 


"There's quite a bit of difference be- 


tween doing part of a job and doing the 
whole job," said Laseke representative 
Lester H.Ploetz. 


"If he (Laseke) had to compete to get 


in to every situation it would moke quite 
a difference in the cost and kind of ser- 
vice he could offer." 


LASEKE'S COMMERCIAL RATE av- 


erages about $3.62 per cubic yard. In- 
come from the commercial accounts is 
used to subsidize the cost of residential 
collection which is currently $4.82 per 
month and has village board approval to 
rise to $5.53 monthly beginning next 
January. 


"The fewer commercial accounts, the 


less money there Is to back up residen- 
tial service," Ploetz said. 


The Laseke company, which was 


named in the lawsuit along with village 
officials, was not entirely unwilling to go 
along with Metro's contention in this one 
instance, he said. 


But if it sets a trend other builders will 


follow, then something should be done to 
protect the company's franchise rights, 
Floetz believes. 


"The fact of the matter is that the con- 


tract guarantees exclusive hauling," he 
said. 


The managers of Metro Scavenger 


could not be reached for comment yes- 
terday on the settlement of the lawsuit. 


Hot lunch plan a 'headache' 


A representative of two DCS Plalnes 


parent groups told tho Herald yesterday 
hat tho Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 
School Board rejected a district-spon- 
sored hot-lunch program because the 
'administration doesn't want to be both- 
ered with It." 


DCS Plalnes Aid. Richard Ward (8th), 
f tho Devonshire Hot-Lunch Study Com- 
mittee, said tho board considered hot 
lunch programs "an unnecessary head- 
ache — they would like to see It go 
away." 


In a study conducted by his committee, 


Ward found that nearly 4,000 of the dis- 
trict's 12,000 students cat lunch at school 
during the winter months. 


Although some of the schools have 


lunch programs sponsored by parent or- 
ganizations, others make no provisions 
for children to cat lunch at school. 


Ward's committee also studied several 


hot-lunch plans, including a la carte 
lines, vending machines and hot and cold 
containers. Ward made the initial con- 
tact with River Trails Dlst. 26, which has 


extra hot lunch facilities and could pro- 
vide a food service to two Des Plalnes 
schools. 


ALTHOUGH GERALD SMILEY, chair- 


man of the school board lunch program 
committee, said there was no rush on 
developing a hot-lunch program, Ward 
said Dlst. 59 might not get another 
chance for a pilot program using Dist. 26 
facilities. 


"The excess capacity in Dist. 26 kitch- 


ens may not be available next year," 
Ward said. "If we delay the program, we 
might not get another chance." 


Ward said he thought school board 


members may not be aware that Dlst. 26 
might not have room for the pilot pro- 
gram next year, but Smiley said board 
members had taken that fact into consid- 
eration. 


"We were aware of that when we 


made our decision. We thought the pro- 
gram would be successful and saw no 
sense in starting it if it couldn't be con- 
tinued next year," he said. 


Ward disputed several reasons put 


forth by the board lunch committee for 
rejecting a district-sponsored lunch pro- 
gram — that parent organizations use 
profits from lunch programs for school 
activities and that going home for lunch 
was part of the educational program. 


"Assuming that some parent groups 


use this as a money making venture, 
that still is a weak excuse for the district 
electing not to try a hot lunch program," 
Ward said. "As for a school policy, with 
the number of working mothers today, a 
lunch program is even more important."

Missing kids turn up after 24 hours

Never have so few contributed so much 


to the nerves, headaches, high blood 
pressures and gray hairs of so many.

David that he and Michael were going 
camping all night in Schiller Woods and 
with $12.50 and a change of clothes be- 
tween them, set out on the adventure.

where the naked, strangled bodies of 
three Chicago youths, John Schuessler, 
13, a brother Anton, 11, and Robert Pe- 
terson, 13, were found In October of 1955. 
The slaying has remained unsolved. 


When the boys failed to return home 


for dinner that night their parents began 
to worry and notified Schiller Park po- 
lice. Their anxiety festered as the night 
wore on while more than 100 searchers 
combed the woods near Irving Park and 
River Roads for signs of the youngsters. 


"I took the phone outside and kept it 


on the steps right next to me waiting for 
it to ring," said Michael's mother, Mrs. 
Charlene Burkett. "I cried a little but 
kept thinking to pull myself together." 


Mrs. Burkett did not participate in the 


hunt herself but her husband Michael, on 
iron worker at the new Sears Tower in 
Chicago, Joined the Cook County Sheriff's 
police, forest rangers and police from 
Schiller Park and three other towns in 
the mammoth search.

tery by Des Plaines police. 


Peter Mukite, 21,.of 1832 Haddon St., 


was arrested by Des Plaines police June 
29, while a pair of alleged accomplices, 
Richard "Ricky" Del Moro, IB, of 4733

ciation (PHEA) negotiating team this 
week rejected a 3.1 per cent salary in- 
crease offered by the Prospect Heights 
Dlst. 23 school board. 


Representatives of the teacher's bar- 


gaining agency and the school board met 
Wednesday night to discuss proposals on 
salary increases and fringe benefits. 


Ken Bates, PHEA negotiator, told the 


board negotiating team that his associ- 
ation considered the salary proposal 
"unacceptable." The teachers are asking 
for a 5.5 per cent cost of living Increase. 


Under the board proposal, the base pay 


for beginning teachers would be $7,750, a 
$209 increase over the current starting 
salary.

Genoa City's young and restless 


Brad Eliot is a mther cool dude. Every day, his presence af- 


fects the lives and loves of those around him in the "mythical 
mid-American community*' of Genoa City. He is a stranger in 
town, having arrived via an unorthodox set of circumstances. 


"BRAD EUOT"was this Chicago physician, see. who had 


operated on* his daughter. She died...hc then took all his sav- 
ings, hopped in his car and skipped town. But. alas, along the 
way he was mugged and robbed. The culprit-complete with 
the young doctor's money, car and identification-crashed the 
car off a cliff in his escape and is 
killed. The doctor thought, "Aha, 
I'm now dead~.why. tell anyone?** 
So. he winds up in Genoa City, be- 
comes the mysterious "Brad Eliot" 
and is now working as an 585-per- 
week newspaper reporter. 


This is the setting of The Young 


and the Restless.'* CBS* relatively 
new (now in its fifth month) mid- 
day soap opera. Its stars, along with 
the show's head writer, like to think 
of the program as something a bit more advanced than a typi- 
cal "soap opera," however. They candidly assert that the show 
may be a prototype for. a future evening prime-time serial. 


TOM HALLJCK, who portrays Brad Eliot) somewhat jok- 


ingly refers to "The Young and the Restless" as a "cross be- 
tween 'Run for Your Life.' The Fugitive* and 'SermonetteV* 
The program's biggest asset, says Hallick. "is the great writing. 
Because of it, we can do this show and feel that it really .works. 
No doubt, this show is good enough for night-time TV." 


The head writer is William J. Belt, a 20-year veteran of day- 


time television writing considered among the best in the busi- 
ness. Belt, who also serves as chief scribe for NBC's popular 
"Daysof Our Lives"scries, says he's "been blessed with a great 
cast** for The Young and the Restless." And the story? Well, 
Bell thinks its great "Our plot allows for a broad base of char- 
acters. The emphasis is on the 'young,* and 'restless' is an age- 
less word that evokes an almost ageless state-of-mind. The 
show attains a great deal of involvement for our viewers. 


INTERESTINGLY, THERE REALLY IS a Genoa City, 


not too far down the highway from Chicago. Genoa City. Wis. 
(population: 1.084) is on the Illinois-Wisconsin State line, just 
minutes away from writer Bell's home in Lake Geneva. Wis. 
Bell admits that the program's "mythical" community is 
named after the real Genoa City, but for name only. "I picture 
our Genoa City as a community of 300.000-400.000 people." 
Bell told me. "In our story, you'd never want a town where all 
the people know each other." 


lite real Genoa City is a quiet little town whose inhabitants 


haven't really reacted dramatically to having their commu- 
nity's name used fora network, nationwide TV program. The 
village clerk, Mrs. Lucile Berger. says that "The Young and the 
Restless" does have a fair share of the audience in the town. 
"From what I hear," Mrs. Berger says, "the show is pretty good. 
I don't get a chance to see it, though. I have to work when it's 
on." 


AS FOR THE sex-sin-and-seduction so evident in many 


daytime dramas, Mrs. Berger dismisses that as far as the real 
Genoa City is concerned. "We have a peaceful little town 
here,** she relates, "and about the only real excitement we have 
is sometimes on weekends the tourists who come up to the 
lakes around here will get a little rowdy. And, occasionally the 
young kids get a bit out of hand on the weekend; You know, 
they can drink beer and liquor up here w hen they're 18." 


I wonder what newspaperman Brad Eliot would say about 


that..
